MEXICANS WOULD SCARE 
OUR EXPEDITION OUT. 


Pershing and His Men. 


Series of Demonstrations has been Arranged with the 
Object of Creatimg Anti-Am erican Sentiment — Masses 
of Natives Show but Little Interest in the Presence of 


ONTEREY (Mex.) June 15.— 

As the last desperate means 

of frightening the American 
troops out of Mexico the de facto 
government is lending its sanction to 
the organizing by irresponsible po- 
litical agitators of street demonstra- 
tions against the so-called foreign 
military invasion of the country. In 
Monterey, Chihuahua and other 
cities of the republic public parades 
and mass meetings have been held 
and, under the direction of the lead- 
ers of the movement, an outcry was 
made against the presence of Amer- 
iean troops in Mexico. The masses 
of natives of this country are about 
as much interested in Pershing’s 
punitive expedition as they are in 
the question of “How old is Ann.” 
In Monterey the recent demonstra- 
tion was fomented by a few smooth 
talkers who went among the idle 
and half-starving peons in the dense- 
ly-populated portions of the city 
and induced them to form in pro- 
cession. The parade gathered in 
force as it marched through the 
streets, and the thousands of igno- 
rant natives who composed it had 
little idea of what it was all about.“ 

PAY LITTLE ATTENTION. 

Mexican merchants and business 
men generally are not giving their 
support to the efforts which the au- 
thorities of the Carranza govern- 
ment are making to create an ar- 
tificial outburst of feeling against 
the United States government be- 
cause of the latter's refusal to with- 
draw its troops from Mexican soi! at 
this time. It is the wish of the na- 


tive commercial and industrial ele- 
ment that more American soldiers 
be sent into the country and that 
the invasion take the form of actual 
intervention. The stréet demonstra- 
tions which have already taken place 
and others that may yet occur have 


the real sentiment of the thinking 
class of people of Mexico is con- 
cerned.

Japan, given to two American wom- 

en journalists, Elsie F. Weil and Ger- 

trude Emerson, at his home in Tokio 

on May 3, just after the Burnett im- 

migration bill, to which he objects, 

had been introduced in Congress. 
“No one in Japan is satisfied with 
the attitude of racial discrimination 
against us in the United States, said 
the Premier.. “We are not foolishly 


‘| sentimental about it, but we are not 


satisfied,” said Premier Okuma. 
The indirect reference to Japan 


in the Burnett bill is insulting. 

“It ig ume for the people of the 
United States to wake up to a sense 
of justice and throw over racial prej- 
udice.“ 

These are some of the statements 
Count Okuma made in an interview 
he gave us at his private residence 
in Tokio on May 3. At the present 
moment Tokio is rather hétly dis- 
cussing the Burnett immigration bill 
of Washington. The newspapers are 
filled with denunciations of America. 
Public men proclaim the attitude of 
the United States as insulting. 
Schoolboys, always at blood heat in 
Tokio, are nursing a new grudge, 
added to the list they already con- 
sider as chalked up against the 
United States. But public sentiment 
is by no means at such ostensible 
height as at the time of the California 
anti-alien land legislation three years 
ago, when the ys thréw ink wells 
Against the wall around the Amer- 
jean embassy, and the mobs that 
gathered outside placarded the 
streets with war slogans, 

OKUMA FOR PEACE. 


Count Okuma, the aged Premier 
and statesman of Japan, is the prest- 
dent of the Japan Peace Society and 
discourages the more aggressive ut- 
terances of the press. : 

“We are willing to wait and let 
time settle everything,” said Count 
Okuma. “We do not want to settle 
th® matter by force. We believe

that by and by America will come to 
understand us, and cease to uphold 
an anti-Japanese prejudice: As a 
matter of fact, it was the United 
States who came over to us and ex- 
plained through Admiral Perry that 
according to traditional ideas of the 
American people it was not right to 
exclude foreigners, and in 1857 we 
opened our country at the persuasion 
of the United States. It is rather 
funny that now the situation has 
been changed, and that it is the 
United States that has adopted the 
exlusion policy.” 

“What is it that Japan really 
wants?" 

WHAT THE JAPS WANT. 

“If you ask me what we want, 
then I must say frankly that we 
want equal treatment with the Euro- 
pean nations. e want you to cease 
to exercise racial discrim)nations. 
We might claim equal treatment if 
we wanted to, but we do not wish to 
force our right. We prefer to see 
the United States do the fair and 
just thing of its oon accord. Any 
attempt to force the iasue at the 
present time may lead to very un- 
desirable results and we made the 
so-called ‘gentlemen's agreement 
just because we wanted to keep the 
matter from leading to serious con- 
sequences, 

“In my view it is not strange that 
the American government should be 
apprehensive about the immigration 
question. There are many different 
elements in the population at the 
present time and if the people of the 
United States do not pay attention to 
the situation there is apprehension 
that the old traditional principles 
will be lowered. 

“The Burnett bill, I am sure, was 
originally intended to regulate the 
immigration from Europe in order to 
preserve the basic ideas upon which 
the United States was founded, but 
it was not originally intended to ap- 
ply to the Japanese. 

“There is no reason to insert a 
Japanese exclusion clause in the 
Burnett bill, because we have come 
to an understanding with the United 
States about this matter some time 
ago. We have kept the promise we 
made about restricting our own emi- 


gration to the United States and 


none can question that we have car- 
ried out our share of the bargajn. I 
am afraid the uncalled-for agitation 
against Japanese immigration has 
arisen on political campaign grounds 
of some sort.” 

NEEDLESS ANXIETY. 

“America entertains needless anxi- 
ety of our territorial aspirations,” 
he continued. “Japan does not want 
the Philippines, even if the United 
States gave them up. It would be a 
very unwise policy to take with 
such a country as long as it is 
friendly with us. For one thing, it 
is too expensive; and for another, 
the Japanese do not like the climate. 
When the Philippines first became 
an American colony, Japan wel- 
comed it. If an European power 
had taken it, we should have been 
uneasy, but as long as the islands 
remain an American colony, there 
is no danger for us, because the 
United States is a country of peace.” 

We asked him if he was convinced 
that the Japanese would make good 
citizens of other countries, and par- 
ticularly of America; if the Japa- 
nese government really wanted its 
citizens to become citizens of an- 
other country and renounce allegi- 
ance to the Emperor and the Japa- 
nose flag. Prof. Shiozawa, head of 
the political economy department of 
Waseda University, was acting as 
our interpreter, and he answered for 
Count Okuma: “The Japanese are 
excellent material for American citi- 
zens,” he contended. 

“I, myself, am in the closest sym- 
pathy with American ideals. At Wis- 
consin University I trained with all 
the students at the time of the 
Cuban war, and I should have been 
only too glad to carry a gun for 
America in our volunteer regiment 
had I been called to the front.” 

Count Okuma made the statement 
that the Japanese are willing and 
ready to assimilate. He also thinks 
that they would be a valuable asset to 
the United States, because the Jape: 
nese are intensely loyal and have 


keen sense of obligation, and, ac- 
cording to Count Okuma, would 
fight bravely for their adopted 


country. All they demand is the op- 


portunity to be adopted. 
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AN ANTONIO (Tex.) June 17. 
— United States Army officers 
at headquarters here tonight 
regarded the Mexican situation as 
most serious.

The nominee is said to have 
reache@ a decision as to the type 
of man he will select and is re- 
ported to have narrowed the field 
eligible to two or three. Indications 
were tonight that Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, who has been mentioned as 
one of the leading candidates, vir- 
tually had been eliminated from con- 
sideration; that William Loeb, Jr., 
whose selection was advocated by 
Progressive supporters of the noml- 
nee, was a possibility, and that Her- 
bert Parsons of New York also stood 
a chance of selection. 

Some time between now and Mon- 
day afternoon, when Mr. Hughes 
meets the National Subcommittee on 
Organization at headquarters in 
New York, a tentative choice will be 
made. This selection, however, will 
not be final, as the nominee wishes 
to hear the views of the committee. 
It is probable that Mr. Hughes will 
place before the committee the 
names of two or three men who he 
believes to possess the proper quali- 
fications.

June 17.—Ten 
school girls testified for the State 
today in the case of William E. Or- 
pet. who is charged with the mur- 
der of Marion Lambert. 

All were at Marion's birthday par- 
ty February 6, three days before her 
death, and all testified that she was 
cheerful and happy. Tears came to 
her eyes as they did to those of 
Anna Paulson because the latter 
could not spend the night with her 
as had been a birthday custom with 
them for years. 

The most interesting testimony 
came from Florence Russell, who 
slept that night with Marion and 
they talked much of Will Orpet, of 
his love and of his temper, too. 

Miss Russell testified that Marion 
had discussed with her the reported 
engagement of Orpet to Miss You- 
ker and sad she expected to see him 
soon and ask about the rumor and 
that, if it were true, she did not 
know what she would do. 

Redirect examination brought out 
a reference to Orpet's temper, and 
on fre-cross-examination Attorney 
Potter for the defense asked what 
Marion said about it. 
Witness replied: 
“She said he used to get very ar- 
dent, so much 80 that he lost his 
temper. She sald she liked to see. 
his temper so she could get the bet- 
ter of him.” 
“Have you told us all?”

PRACTICAL AID 
FOR GROCERS. 


Expert Here from Harvard to 
Study Retail Business. 
— 
Uniform System of Accounts 
is to be Advocated. 


More Efficiency Possible with 
University’s Help. 


A uniform accounting system to 
stabilise business relations and pre- 
vent feilures through ignorance of 
bookkeeping has been adopted by 
the Southern California Retail 
Grocers Association which is co- 
operating with the Graduate Schoo! 
of’ Business Research of Harvard 
University in Cambridge, Mass, to 
improve business conditions in 
Southern California. 

John M. Hager, representing the 
Bureau of Business Research of the 
school, is tn Los Angeles tnvestigat- 
ing condition of the retail grocery 
trade. and in return for information 
and data given him by members of 
the association he has n author- 
nod by the university to introduce 
the Harvard system to the member- 
ship free of coat, 

The information. obtained here, 
while confidential as to personal-de- 
tatis, is used in compiling statis- 
tice which are used for instruction 
in the school. 

The directors of the grocers’ as- 
sociation on Thursday night in- 
Corsed the Harvard system as the 
official accounting scheme for the 
organization and it is planned to 
have it adopted. personally by all 
members so that comparable data 
may be secured through the bu- 
reau for bettering condition of busi- 
ness in the retail grocery trade. 

MEETING CALLED. 

Secretary N. PF. Olson has ar- 
ranged a meeting of the association 
on June 28, to which all wfetail 
grocers of Southern California have 
been invited. Mr. Hager will ad- 
dress the assemblage ang explain 
the work of the bureau and de- 
tails of the Harvard system. 

Mr. Hager is calling on as many 

retail grocers of Southern California 
as his time will permit and he is 
sending the information he receives 
te Harvard for tabulation. 
“No matter how excellent an in- 
dividual accounting system a grocer 
may have, he can only compare his 
present business thereby with his 
former record, whereas if he adopts 
the Harvard bureau system he has 
a basis of information gathered 
from many sources which will show 
him how he ought to stand and 
will give him an opportunity for bet- 
tering his condition,” said Mr. 
Hagar last night. 

FOR INSTRUCTION, 

“The primary object is the secur- 
ins of precise and reliable informa- 
tion about business This infor- 
mation is printed in form for use 
in the school to aid instruction and 
for those who co-operate with the 
schoo] and other business men. 

“This research aims to find out 
the expenses of retail store opera- 
tion and to learn the best trade 
practice in buying, eseelling and 
stock-handling. All these figures 
which the bureau obtains are kept 
strictly confidential but the data is 
tabulated in comparable figures in 
order to draw reliable conclusions 
for the purposes of business instruc- 
tion. 

To secure comparable figures a 
uniform account system is neces- 
sary. Primarily the Harvard system 
of accounting for retail grocers was 
drafted as a basis for securing fig- 
ures, but it also meets the practical 
needs of the grocers and as such is 
being urged for adoption by all re- 
tail grocers to systematize the busi- 
ness in general. 

“The accounting system has al- 
ready aided in bringing numerous 
retailers to a keener realization of 
the fact that their continued pros- 
perity depends largely upon proper 
bookkeeping methods.] Every re- 
taller should have a practical and 
complete accounting system to guide 
him in carrying on his business, or 
he is doomed to fail.”

WOMAN IS DEFEATED. 


Land-office Officials’ Ruling is a 

Main Miustration of Wife's 

Lack of Homestead Rights 
Under the Land Laws 


of United States. 


That a married woman has no 
rights of homestead under the land 
laws of the United States was em- 


phasized“in an opinion given by 
Register Roche and Recetver 
Mitchell yesterday, in a suit brought 
by Clara Eckert against Edmund 
lL. Brown, deciding the issues 
against the contestee. The land 
involved is sixty acres located in 
the vicinity of San Fernando. 

William G. Eckert, husband of 
the contestam. had sold a relin- 
quishment of the property to Mr. 
Brown for $2000, that was to be 
paid at the rate of $50 a month. 
The record shows that $830 was 
paid on the contract. A year later 
Mrs. Eckert brought the action, al- 
leging it was made to deprive her} 
of a homestead; that her husband 
was of unsound mind, and undue | 
influence had n exercised. 

The officials ld against her on 
the ground that a married woman 
cannot have a homestead right, un- 
less it be shown that she is the 
head of a family. and in this in- 
stance it was not shown that Mrs. 
Eckert moved for the restoration 
of the land within a reasonable 
time. It was also decided that Mr 
Eckert was of sound mind, to the 
extent at least that he had never 
been declared otherwise: that the 
price paid by Mr Brown was rea- 
sonable for the land, and the relin- 
quishment must hold. 


Judge Trippet in United States 
District Court yesterday signed a 
decree in favor of the plaintiff in an 
action brought by the United Real 
Estate and Trust Company of San 
Diego, against Lucian Blochman and 
others, to foreclose a trust deed 
secured by the Labinda Park tract 
of real estate.

An addition of 1,000,000 
irrigated acres should readily take 
care of an additional population of

Bitter campaigns are to be waged 
in the three southern Congressional 
districts. Los Angeles county is di- 
rectly interested inthe Ninth and 
Tenth and indirectly in the Eleventh. 
In the Ninth the scrap is a three- 
corner affair, two good Republicans 
—L. L. Lostutter of Pomona and E. 
D. Hahn of Pasadena—being pitted 
against C. H. Randall, the Progres- 
sive-Prohibition incumbent. 
course Randall will try to get the 
indorsement of all parties, but the 
Republicans in his district are 
through with him and will decide 
between Messrs. Lostutter and Hahn. 
Randall must go before the ople 
upon his record and that spelis de- 
feat for him. Up to date Mr. Lostut- 
ter, one of the Republican delegates 
to the Chicago convention and a 
State Assemblyman, has the edge on 
the situation, his friends being posi- 
tive he will be an easy winner. 

Californians want a Republican 
Congress to support a Republican 
President, and that is one of the 
compelling reasons for deciding up- 
on @ man of strong caliber to take 
the seat of W. D. Stephens, the in- 
cumbent. During the past week a 
movement Was started on behalf of 
Hon, George W. Prince, 
Congressman from the Tenth and 
Fifteenth districts of Illinois, Mr. 
Prince is willing to enter the race. 
In Co he represented his sec- 
tion of Illinois far nine consecutive 
terms and his record was one to be 
proud of. He is a lawyer and has 
been a resident of Los Angeles for 
four years. He has a large number 
of friends and has taken an active 
part in the work of the Illinojs and 
Federation\ of State societies, being 
president of the former and a vice- 
president of the latter. He was for- 
merly City Attorney of Galesburg, 
III., and served two terms in the IIII- 
nois Legislature. In Congress he 
served on the Banking and Currency 
Committee and was one of the House 
members of the Monetary Commis- 
sion, of which Nelson Aldridge was 
the chairman. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee and at the time of his retirement 
was the ranking Republican. Mr. 
Prince always supported measures 
in Congress that were beneficial to 
California and has always had a 
kindly feeling for the State. He voted 
for the beet sugar interests when 
Roosevelt wanted to adopt Cuban 
reciprocity. Mr. Prince is 62 years old 
and has several children, all residing 
in California. He is a most enter- 
prising campaigner and iff he decides 
definitely to enter the race will 
make a most complete canvass of 
the district. Others mentioned as 
possible entrants in the Tenth Dis- 
trict are Capt. H. Z. Osborne, who 
was defeated by a small majority 
two years ago; Dr. A. J. Scott, presi- 
dent of the Republican Club of Los 
Angeles County; W. W. Mines, presi- 
dent of the Realty Board and promi- 
nent in Republican politics, and Os- 
car Mueller, a true-blue Republican. 
All of these men are of the right 
stamp and any one of them would 
better represent California in the 
halls of Congress than the incum- 
bent. 

Reports from various parts of the 
Eleventh District are to the effect 
that Progressives are not yet con- 
vinced that their party is dead and 
they are doing their best to get the 
nomination for one of their ilk. 
The district is strongly Republican, 
however, and despite the efforts of 
the backsliders delegates to the con- 
vention to be held the first of July 
are ready to nominate a regular Re- 
publican. William Kettner, the in- 
cumbent, is a Democrat, and realises 
that he is in the fight of his life. For 
several months he insisted he would 
not be a candidate, then very sud- 
denly he said the clamor had been 
so deafening for him to reconsider 
that he must bow to the will of the 
people. That's what they all say and 
his announcement did not get him 
anywhere. Other possible candi- 
dates are R. C. Harbison, who, in 
fact, has announced himself; 8. C. 
Evans and Col. Herbert R. Fay of 
San Diego. The San Diego delegates 
to the Congressional convention are 
said to be solid for Col. Fay and be- 
lieve he will win as a result of his 
record and because of geographical 
conditions. . 


Another week has passed with no 
perceptible change in the race for 
District Attorney. Thomas Lee 
Woolwine, the incumbent, seems to 
be growing stronger every day. The 
formal announcement of Frank R. 
Baker that “I have been importuned 
and urged to become a candidate” is 
as big a joke as is the candidacy of 
one H. E. Dean. Baker has issued a 
statement that looks fine on paper, 
but he did not tell it all. He forgot 
to state that he is Supervisor Nor- 
ton's Good Man Friday, that he has 
been bowing to the beck and call of 
the impossible one for years, and 
that his real reason for being a can- 
didate is not to win, but to attempt 
to cut down Mr. Woolwine’s ma- 
jority. He is well remembered for 
the part he took in the Lee Rile 
bunko case. Baker is more or less 
an interloper, coming here from 
Tacoma, where he held the job of 
City Attorney for a while. With 
H. E. D., he is destined to be one 
of the also-rans. Warren Williams, 
City Prosecutor, said yesterday he 
has not decided whether he will try 
for the job. He intimated, however, 
that he will. Like Judge Paul Mc- 
Cormick, and a few others, Warren 
made the fatal mistake of lining up 
with the “United” Republicans a few 
weeks ago and it will take him a 
long time to live it down. Outside 
of that he is a pretty good.sort. His 
career in Los Angeles started with 
his employment as a shoe clerk, 
studying law in his leisure hours. 
Finally he was admitted to practice 
and following his appointment as a 
police judge was elected to that of- 
fice. He served four years and then 
his ambition lead him into the race 
for Superior judge. He failed to 
qualify as a candidate and later was 
appointed City Prosecutor by Former 
Mayor Rose. Mayor Sebastian re- 
appointed him. He was getting 
along finely until the Presidential 
campaign came up. Then he com- 
mitted political suicide in the belief 
of many of his best friends. Ralph 
Graham ig still in the running, but 
everyone agrees that none of the 
candidates presents formidable op- 
position to Mr. Woolwine. 

With the formal announcement of 
John T. Wilson of San Fernando 
that he is a candidate for Supér- 
visor in the Fifth District, the sit- 
vation there becomes more 
plicated. Now it is the consensus 
of opinion that the struggle will 
be among Mr. Wilson, Stephen Pack-

It there are going to be any op- 
ponents to Willis H. Booth for the 
United States Senate they must be 
showing themselves in a short time. 
The last day is approaching. So far 
the possibilities have made no for- 
mal announcements and it appears 
none of them will. Some say that 
Gov. Johnson still has the ambition 
but he is saying nothing since the 
crushing blow dealt him and his 
dying party in Chicago. Former 
Lieutenant-Governor A. J. Wallace, 
too, is reported to have caught a 
glimpse of the handwriting on the 
wall and has decided to remain a 
private citizen. Friends of Ed 
White, of Watsonville, brother of 
the late Stephen White, want him to 
be the Democratic candidate. They 
are not making much headway. 
Talking about Democrats, Ben 
Grove, secretary of the Democratic 
County Central Committee, is look- 
ing for cc mpaign headquarters. They 
have been in the Federal Building 
too long. Anyhow the Democrats 
want a good place to light outside 
the government structure. Herbert 
„ Muss, assistant to Mr. White 
for a long time, has ed and 
gone East. He hopes to hook up

Mr. Howard has furnished subject 
matter for sleuthing journals all over 
| the country, and all because of his 
incredible personality, which carries 
him a long way in his partisanship 
for the under dog. After having 
chuckled over the charming thieves 
in his new comedy of which I have 
written above, I called to his atten- 
tion the fact that his outlaws are the 
most sympathetically drawn of all 
the types in his long category of 
characters. 

“Oh, I have a natural bias in favor 
of the under dog. he acknowledged. 
“That is why I left New York by 
request.” No one could.take a keen- 
er delight in his tiffs With the law 
than this novelist. He feels himself 
growing inwardly and in stature 
every time he finds himself at outs 
with a magistrate. 

“But it isn’t a case of champion- 
ing their cause,” he says, “for that 
would be condescension. I really 
feel with them and I understand 
fully the motives which drive them 
to crime.”

odisat Episcopal conference at 
Saratoga Springs to glean the sense 
of the church at large concerning its 
deliberations. The one action that has 
made strongest appeal to the country 
is the enthusiastic d unanimous 
vote for a reunion/of Methodism. 
This is even more important than 
the election of the bishops or the 
conference pronouncements on la- 
bor unions. There seems to be only 
one mind in Methodism North and 


South, and it favors reunion of the 
two bodies which separated in 1344. 
Incidentally, it is taken for grant- 
ed that if the two big Methodist 
denominations merge, the lesser ones 
will naturally follow. 

The press reports fail to state the 
character of the union proposed. It 
is simple and fundamental and 
avoids all questidns of detail. The 
phrase was frequently used, “Reun- 
ion by reorganization.” The pro: 
posal, which originated with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
proposes the division of the coun- 
try into sectional conferences, with 
an additional conference for negroes. 
These “quadrennial conferences,” as 
they came to be called in the dis- 
cussions, are of an elastic nature 
and could easily be extended to in- 
clude Methodism in Canada and 
Methodism on the mission field in 
As 


ies -< 

The general basis discussed is for 
four quadrennial conferences: One 
for the territery lying west of the 
Mississippi, one for the South, one 
for the North and one for the ne- 
groes. Some leaders, however, pro- 
pose a greater subdivision than this, 
even talking about eight quadren- 
nial conferences. 

WIPING OUT COMPETITION. 

The high-water mark of enthust- 
asm and spiritual fervor of the 
Methodist conference was reached 
when, by an irresistible impulse and 
with a shout and a song, the con- 
ference unanimously adopted the 
proposals for reunion. The vener- 
able Bishop Cranston of the North- 
ern church and Bishop Hendrix of 
the Southern church c hands 
before the conference, while the 
great body sang “Blest be the Tie 
that Binds.” 

The conflict and competition be- 
tween the two Methodisms has come 
in the communities which have 
steadily increased in number where 
congregations of both branches ex- 
isted. Everybody admits that there 
is no adequate reason for two Meth- 
odist churches, holding the same 
doctrines and the same polity, in 
one neighborhood, competing with 
each other simply because one is 
Northern and the other is South- 
ern. The difference is basically sec- 
tiona@ and entirely a- question of ad- 
ministration. The hard sense of the 
church has voted a continuance of 
these conditions inexcusable. 

Both leaders and liaiety have 
wanted a way out of this dilemma, 
which has reflected discredit upon 
the church at large, for it has made 
it appear that denominational and 
sectional zeal were weightier than 
basic Christian principles. Much as 
the reunion will mean to the de- 
nomination as a whole, it will mean 
more to local communities where 
neighborhoods and families are di- 
vided. I know of one Maryland 
town where two brothers of one 
family went to the Civil War on op- 
posite sides. They returned, and, 
prospering in business, each built an 
imposing Methodist church on op- 
posite corners of the same street, 

e Northern and one Southern. 

mes without number it has been 
sald that everybody knows that the 
war is over, except the churches. 

The growth of co-operative work 
and union sentiment in the country 
at large has made the leaders of 
Methodism increasingly zealous to 
find a way out of the present dif- 
ficulty. At its general conference 
two years ago, the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, proposed the 
form of reunion whigh has been ac- 
cepted by the Methodist Episcopal 
conference. This avoids any appear- 
ance of one denomination swallow- 
ing up the other. The simple anal- 
ogy of the Federal government has 
been followed. There will be a gen- 
eral conference, made up of dele- 
gates from the quadrennial confer- 
ences, or the annual conferences, that 
point to be settled later. Just the 
amount of territery the general con- 
ference is to have remains to be de- 
terminated. The Southern church 
would stress the supremacy of the 
quadrennial conferences. About this 
issue considerable discussion and de- 
bate will rage, but there is no doubt 
about an acceptable issue being found 
that will serve both the unity of the 
united Methodism and the independ- 
ence of the quadrennial conferences. 

Each of these sectional confer- 
ences will elect its own bishops and 
administer its own work, meeting 
every four Years. Midway between 
the meetings of these quadrennfal 
conferences, the general conference 
would hold its sessions. 

By the idea of territorial confer- 
ences the problem of completing 
churches is settled immediately. All 
Methodist churches north of a cer- 
tain line will go to the northern 
conference, and those south of that 
line will go to the southern confer- 
ence. Local conditions will be met 
by the individual conferences. 

The scheme is beautiful in its sim- 
plicity and effectiveness, and there 
is not the least likelihood of any 
recalcitrant body, such as has par- 
ticularly nullified other church 
union schemes. There is some talk 
among the Presbyterians, especially 
in the South, of a reunion of Pres- 
byterianism on 4 similar basis. 

THE COLORED CHURCHES. 

The relation of the colored 
churches has long been a problem of 
ene sort or another to both branches 
ef Methodism. The colored dele- 
gates, fog example, are aid to have 
been responsible for the amuse- 
ment clause” in the book of disct- 
pline. This issue was up at Saratoga, 
as was also that of a negro bishop 
for Africa. On the other hand, the 
negroes themselves have felt that 
the general conference was not al- 
ways considerate of their rights or 
feelings. In the South, gf course, the 
questicn takes on a different phase. 
All these issues are solved at a 
stroke establishing a complete col- 
ered conference, having within its 
jurisdiction all the negro Methodist 
churches in America, with their 
aun bishops and their own admin- 
istrative agencies. This, it is as; 
sumed, would make possible an 
earty and comprehensive union o 
several denominations among the 
negroes. There are already 
negro denominations with African 
Methodist in their name. It is con- 
tended that the self reliance and 
initiative of the colored churches 
would be enhanced. and their race 
consciousness encouraged by the 
creation of a negro conference in af- 


Ewe aa time has elapsed since 


filiation with the big Methodist body. 


— 


When organizations as alert as 
the great religious denominations 
propose a merger all sorts of diffi- 
culties loom up. Each quadriennial 
conference under this Methodist 
plan may handle its local problems 
independently. The most serious re- 
adjustments come in relation to the 
national and international enter- 
prises, such as mission, education, 
publishing work, ministerial relief, 
temperance activities and other gen- 
eral causes. Naturally. all these 
would be amalgamated, if not at 
once, then gradually. 

Local agencies, such as book stores 
and denominational papers, would 
remain as heretofore. Some form 
of consolidation of the major boards 
that would make for unity all along 
the line of world-wide Methodism 
would be found. Economy would 
be promoted and efficiency increased, 
and it is the belief of all who are 
advocating a union that a tre- 
mendous impetus would be given 
to the whole church for larger serv- 
ice of mankind. 

The average newspaper reader 
does not always have in mind the 
magnitude and the elaborate organ- 
ization of a religious denomination. 
In the Methodist Church there are 
3.500,000 members. In the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South there 
are more than 2,000,000 members. 
Including all the Methodist denomli- 
nations in the United States there 
are 7,500,000 members, This tre- 
mendous force could not fall to ex- 
ert a mighty influence upon the life 
of America. 

So extraordinary an impression 
did the prospect of reunion make 
upon the Saratoga Conference that 
it left the way open for the next 
conf@fence, to be held two years 
hence, after the Southern Church has 
acted on the reunion proposals. A 
merger seems as sure as the stars. 
ic will be the most conspicuous sign 
on the religious horizon of stihl 
greater consolidation and co-opera- 
tion among religious bodies.

Roy Allen, brakeman of a freight 
train running through Tampa, Fia., 
looked from the locomotive cab and 
saw Alice Hall, a i-year-old baby, 
crawling across the track.

Allen saw her first. Unconscious of 
her danger, she had stopped half- 
way across the rail.

The locomotive was six feet from 
the child when he jumped. One of 
his feet touched the roadbed de- 
tween the rails as he grabbed the 
girl. The front of the train stopped 
thirty feet beyond the point of res- 
ene, This ts what the Carnegie 
Hero Fund Commission calls Heroic 
Act No. 1124 in its latest annual re- 
port in awarding Roy Allen $1000 
and a silver medal. The commis- 
sion catalogues 128 deeds of hero- 
ism rewarded during a year’s time. 
It is an inspiring document, a gold- 
en source book for short-story 
writers, and convincing testimony 
that unselfish bravery is not con- 
fined to one race, or sex, or class, or 
age. 

A gift of $590,000 to the endow- 
ment fund of the institution from 
J. Ogden Armour was announced by 
Drs Frank W. Guneaulus, president 
of the Armour Institute of Tech- 
nology of Chicago, at the commence- 
ment exercises of the school. 

With the half-million dollars 
added today, the endowment fund 
of the school, which was founded 
by the late Philip D. Armour, father 
of J. Ogden Armour, amounts to 
nearly $4,000,000. Much of the 
fund was given by the elder Ar- 
mour, and after his death his widow 
and son gave $1,000,000 to the in- 


stitution.

BILL FOR STATE TAXES. 

During the last session of the 
Legislature, a bill was passed fixing a 
State tax on the jitneys sufficient to 
make up the loss to the State, occa- 
sioned by the shrinkage in gross 
receipts of the steam and electric 
lines. This bill was chloraformed by 
the Governor through the use of his 
pocket veto. The Board of Equualiza- 
tion will recommend to the next 
Legislature that the jitneys be taxed 
by the State and that they be placed 
under the jurisdiction of the State 
Railroad Commission. That pocket 
veto by the Governor cost the State 
about $420,000, 

On April 18, the State Board of 
Equalization sent to each steam and 
electric line in California a request 
for an estimate of the loss in 
revenue occasioned by jitney and mo- 
tor bus competition.

No Coal for Railroads. 

{Kansas City Journal:] If Serbia 
remains under Austro-Hungarian 
control after the establishment of 
peace the Balkan state probably 
will take a prominent position 
among the world’s metal-producing 
countries, as the present conquerors 
of Serbia are laying plans to develop 
the mineral resources. In antiquity 
the country was the largest gold 
producer in Europe. Its copper 
mines had, prior to the conquest of 
the Balkans by the Turks, devel- 
open to a considerable extent, those 
exploited by a French company at 
Bor netting annually as much as 60 
per cent. of the capital invested, 

Gold has been won in Serbia in 
recent years principally through 
placer mining. The production was 
stfall, however, as work was con- 
fined as a rule to localities. which 
had been already worked over by 
the ancients. Silver is found only 
in conjunction with other metals. 
The copper ores of Bor contain from 
ninety-six to 120 grammes per ton. 
The lead ores of Postenje, near Kru- 
panj, and those of Avala on the 
Erneni Mountain also furnish con- 
siderable silver. At Avala quick- 
silver is also found. Tin is found 
at several points, but so far no ef- 
forts have been made to develop 
the deposits. Arsenic exists at 
Jasikova. 

Copper ores occur in great quan- 
tity. Most of them resemble in 
character and geological deposition 
those of Butte, Mont. e mines at 
Bor, notably the one known as Cuka- 
dulkan, are especially rich. Ores 
taken from this mine are 6 per cent. 
copper, which refines into $0.62 per 
cent. copper, and gives per ton 


spected by the Mexican government 
ever since the overthrow of Spanish 
domination of the country.

Acoumulated Wealth of Centuries in 


Vaults of Constantinople. 

[New York World]: Probably in 
no other city on the globe is there 
such an enormous amount of “safety 
deposit,” noninterest bearing wealth 
as in the old city of Stamboul (Con- 
stantinople.) It is doubtful if the 
useless wealth of Moscow is greater 
than the vast riches hidden away for 
centuries in the imperial treasury in 
the Green Vaults of Constantinople,

vested is a capital of 56,600,000 
francs. In the year 1912-13 the pro- 
duction of ore was 7600 tons. 

Iron also is found in Serbia, es- 
pecially in the northeastern parte of 
the country. The lack of coal and 
coke has in the past prevented the 
development of the iron and steel in- 
dustry, the mall output of iron ores 
having been transported on the Dan- 
ube to points in Austria-Hungary. 

Before Serbia's mineral resources 
can be developed profitably, an ex- 
tension of the country’s railroad sys- 
tem must take place, it is pointed 
out. At present the ores are gen- 
erally carted or carried by pack ani- 
mals. Many of the best deposits 
can be reached by short, narrow- 
gauge lines from the Danube, so that 
greater accessibility from this con- 
venient waterway will not entail pro- 
hibitive investments. 


WORLD'S LARGEST TOWN. 


Over Four Hundred Square Miles in 
Namiquipa, Mexico, 

[Kansas City Journal:] The town 
of Namiquipa, which is situated in a 
remote part of the State of Chihua- 
hua, was distinguished before it be- 
gan to be mentioned in the press dis- 
patches as the headquarters of the 
American military punitive expedi- 
tion. It is declared that Namiquipa 
occupies the largest area of any 


idle and unproductive, accumulated 
by inheritance or the greed of 
twenty-eight generations of Sultans. 

These treasures have seldom been 
seen, and are jealously guarded, both 
from sight and information concern- 
ing them. But continuous residence 
in the empire gives one information 
which filters through the strict cen- 
sorship about the fabulous riches 

by the Sultan, his jewels 
and costly trinkets seen by but few, 
aside from the protecting guards. No 
Turk or Turkish-speaking person 
is allowed so much as a peep at 
them, lest it leak out that the treas- 
ury is not so impoverished as it 
seems from the general decay appar- 
ent everywhere, Then, too, the treas- 
ury might tempt robbers to investi- 
gate for themselves. 

Nowhere in the world are there 
precious stones to compare with the 
two great emeralds found here, one 
of which weighs two kilograms and 
is as big as a man’s hand, and the 
other is but a trifle smaller. And 
the marvelous tankard of gold en- 
crusted with 3000 diamonds—who 
wrought that, and for whom? 

Did any one ever use the toilet 
set—bow!, pitcher and all—thickly 
set with turquoises standing on a 
table litgrally veneered with dia- 
monds? Perhaps it was some Sul- 
tan’s favorite, the one who drank 
from the diamond-spangled tankard 
and for whom the infatuated mon-

More Logwood thar Veseels. 

‘Indianapolis News:] Scarcity of 
vessels is seriously hindering Ameri- 
can manufacturers in their efforts 
to get logwood supplies, Department 
of Commerce officials say. Piers at 
Santo Domingo are reported piled 
high with shipments. The heavy 
American demand has forced prices 
up 100 per cent., and freight rates 
to New York have increased several 
hundred per cent. A solid stand of 
25.000 acres of logwood has just 
been discovered at Honduras and 
soon will be put on the market, the 
department has learned.

FUTURE CLOTHS 


May Wear Ramie or Pine- 
apple Garments. 


Chinese Trying to Speed up 
the Silk Worm. 


Even Mineral Wool may Be- 
come Pants Material. 


[F. W. Colburn, in Boston Tran- 
script:] Pessimists who figure out 
an overpopulated world shivering 
through the winter of 1999 in cot- 
ton undergarments, reckon without 
the unutilized resources of the vege- 
table and mineral worlds. 

“Draw on your unlon suit ot 
nettles, your socks of pine needles. 
Take from your wardrobe your suit 
of seaweed and your hat of soap- 
stone. What boots it that wool and 
flax are scare, and that even cotton, 
today an explosive as well as a tex- 
tile, is none too plentiful. There 
are spinners in Yankeeland who can 
make thread of anything that has 
two ends, and science is daily prov- 
ing the practicability of using fibers 
that heretofore have gone to waste. 
Technicalities apart, a world-wide 
search is on for stuffs that will spin 
and weave into wearable fabrics. 
The outlook for adequate supplies of 
wool in the next few decades is 
dubious. Recent figures show that 
since 1895 the number of the world’s 
sheep has hardly increased at all, 
except in China and Siberia; and 
we cannot wear the short fiber car- 
pet wools that come from that quar- 
ter of the globe. Even before the 
trampling Uhlans destroyed the flax 
harvests of Belgium the demand for 
linen was such that the collar 
makers of wa could no longer af- 
ford to use t in their “genuine 
linen neckwear.” When every $15- 
a-week clerk is ashamed to sit coat- 
less among the stenographers unless 
with a $4 silk shirt on, the silk 
manufacturers of Paterson are nat- 
urally hard put to it to find for him 
even a fifty-fifty “union,” a twist 
— equal weights of silk and cotton 


To relieve the silk shortage, Ori- 
entalists in Italy and China have 
been working for some time past 
to increase the appetites of silk 
worms, in the interest of larger co- 
coons; sometimes, however, they find 


I that you can lead a caterpiller to 


the mulberry leaf but you cannot 
make him eat. There is cotton, of 
course, the one fiber whose produc- 
tion seems to be capable of almost 
indefinite expansion; but the Man- 
chester spinners appear in the past 
two years to have been too busy 
with war orders to spend much 
time and thought on schemes for 
teaching the blacks of Dahomey to 
compete as cotton pickers with their 
brethren of No'th Ca’lina.” In this 
country more and more planters find 
it easier to amass wealth from gar- 
den truck than from a crop of boll 
weevils. 

So, what wonder that rts are 
pulling up lilies of the field and 
weeds of the roadside to discover if 
by any chance these can be made 
into pajamas or pocket handker- 
chiefs. 

Sometimes the thought of utilizing 
such plant threads is quite new: a

tians or Scythians and discarded in 
favor of fabrics more easily worked 
is often in question. The search is 
not limited altogether to the vege- 
table kingdom. A clever Austrian 
chemist has found that certain soft, 
fibrous rocks, when subjected to 
the heat of the electric furnace, can 
be caused to fluff up into a soft 
thready substance called mineral 
wool, which will spin and weave 
like sea island cotton. We may yet 
walk the streets in stone trousers. 

TEUTONS’ TEXTILE SEARCH. 


The Germans and Austrians, need- 
ing all the cotton they can com- 
mand for firing their 42-centimeter 
guns in front of Verdun, have natur- 
ally been especially alert of late in 
the quest of forgotten and hitherto 
unutilized fibers. It has been the 
task of their textile men to take the 
sting out of the nettle (Urtica 
dioica) and to make bed linen and 
table napery from its threads. 

This is no new problem at which 
the Teuton chemists grasp. Poor 
people in prehistoric Egypt wore a 
coarse shirting made from nettles: 
those who were a little better off 
sported clothes of hemp. The mod- 
ern nettle fiber is reported by Vice- 
Consul R. W. Weingartner at Vien- 
na to be white in color and very 
firm. The threads are obtained from 
newly cut nettles boiled in soap 
water for a couple of hours until 
they have been brought to a fineness 
resembling silk. The further work- 
ing is like that of hemp and flax. 
If this fabric’ proves to be better 
than a wartime substitute, many a 
wornout New England pasture might 
profitably be sown to nettles. 

Jute and hemp no longer reach 
Germany; perhaps because the allies 
are holding back all rope to hang 
the Hohenzollerns with. A practi- 
cable substitute, it is claimed, has 
been found ina German plant 
(Epilobium tlursutum,) which has 
rough leaves like fibers. School chil- 
dren, we read, will be employed next 
summer cutting the stems of this 
willow rose. 

The twilight of the brewers, as 
portended by the ever widening 
area of prohibition in this and other 
countries, need bring no night of 
despair to the hop grower. He may 
soon be bundling up the stems of his 
Humulus lupulus for sale to the 
shirt-makers of Nottingham and 
Troy. We may soon, in other words, 
wear our beer instead of drinking it. 

The Germans may or may not 
have followed the new habit of the 
Russians in riding to the front on 
the water wagon, but the at all 
events are today twisting their hops 
into dress goods. Unbleached hop 
cloth is said to differ in appmrance 
from ordinary linen only in its yel- 
lowish tint. It may, however, be 
bleached. The common broom 
(Genista pilosa) is also in process of 
utilization for textiles in the Cen- 
tral Empires. and a substance called 
“forest wool’ is made from the 
green leaves and needles of the 
common pine and fir bv boiline to 
softness, separating and bleaching. 
Babies of Berlin and Vienna may be 
without milk. but there is stin 
drapery for their cradies while the 
Rieck Forest stands.

SHALL WE WEAR PINEAPPLES? 


Whether we shall ultimately wear 
cocoanuts on our feet and pineap- 
ples for neckties may be determined 
by investigators of tropical fibers 
made in Hawali and the Philippines. 
The threads in the shell of the for- 
mer product have certainly long had 
textile value among the South Sea 
Islanders. If they should become 
a precious icle of commerce the 
Italian fruiterer of tomorrow may 
be obliged to change his claasis in- 
junction to an inquisitive customer: 
“If you gotta pincha da fruit, pincha 
da cocoanut.” 

Near Rie de Janeiro a systematic 
effort is being made on a plantation 
of about 330 acres to develop 
methods of growing, gathering and 
decorticating useful fibers. Since 
1911 some 160,000 plants have been 
set out, and these are under the ob- 
servtion of an agricultural instruc- 
tor in the employ of the Ministry 
of Agriculture.

SHOE CLOTHS FROM CUBA. 

These white shoes of the down- 
to-date damsel, which, modernly to 
paraphrase Suckle, like sizable ro- 
dents steal in and out beneath knee- 
high petticoats and skirts, require 
in the aggregate a tremendous yard- 
age of shoe cloth. Yet fear not 
that by the time they reach above 
the calf the price of admission will 
have gone beyond the means of 
plumbers’ wives and chauffeurs’ 
daughters. The “alpargatas.” or 
whitish cloth shoes worn by the la- 
boring classes of Havana, are al- 
ready manufactured from the fibers 
of the very common and abundant 
“malva blanca’ (Urena lobata) of 
the island of Cuba. 

Here is potential shoe cloth, un- 
der proper methods of spinning, 
weaving and bleaching, to cover the 
ankles of five hundred million wom- 
en. For the malva, long a pest of 
the tobacco plantations, is one of 
the most prolific of weeds. In ita 
wild state it attains a height of 
twenty feet under favorable condi- 
tions; end on ordinary soil it av- 
erages about half that. During the 
growing season it will make two 
crops, producing a stalk one-half 
inch to an inch and a half in diam- 
eter. From the bark on the stalk 
the fibers are obtained. The plant 
grows wild, subject to no deterio- 
ration on account of excessive mois- 
ture. and no uprooting in wind- 
storms of any intensity. Methods 
of cultivation are reported to be un- 
der development. 

The malva fiber ts claimed to have 
about the same textile strength as 
Dacca jute and a fineness between 
jute and flax. Seed selection and 
cultivation may improve the quality. 
“Sufficient results,“ says a commerce 
report, “have already been achieved 
to demonstrate that the cultivated 
plant responds to a good treatment, 
and comparisons with the wild plant 
show a better fiber from cultivated 
plants only one year removed from 
the wild seed. Seed is now being 
obtained from selected plants with 
a view to further tests. Technical 
methods of handling malva are be- 
ing evolved at an experimental sta- 
tion near Vinales, in the province of 
Pinar del Rio.

How the Philippine bill of 1908

One well-known 
Representative, in opposing the bill, 
had gone to the extreme of calling 
the Filipinos “pirates,” “barbarians,” 


“Incapable of civilization.” It was at 
this time, when the advocates of the 


bill had almost given up hope of its 
passage, that Congressman Henry 
A. Cooper, in a moment of inspira- 
tion, recited to the House the now 


hero of the Philippines, the night 
before he was executed by the 
Spaniards. The effect was wonder 


ful, and among those who were chief- 


ly stirred by the pathetic lines was 


the very man who two days before 
had used such bitter language 
against the Filipinos. Rizal’s poem 
was a yjerfect revelatiog to all the 


members, according to Congressman 
Cooper, who considers that ft was 


largely influential in secvting the 
passage of the bill providing for a 


legislative assembly in the islands.

“The Illinois River flows at the 
rate of 400 cubic feet an hour. If 
a reservoir was constructed one mile 
long, one mile wide and one-half 
mile deep, how would it take 
to fill it if the water from the river 
was diverted?” Stong hesitated for 
a few moments and then gave the 
anewer, “183,997,440 hours.” Leav- 
ing rivers, one man tried Stong up- 
on a railroad problem: “There are 
750,000 miles of steam railroad in 
the world. There are 352 rails to 
every mile; to every pair or rails 
there are 18 ties, 4 spikes per tie; 
there are 5 bolts to every rail and 
2 steel plaite per tle. How many 
rails, ties, spikes, ect.” 

With a few moments to collect his 
thoughts, Stong told his audience to 
put down the following answer: 
“There are 264,000,000 rails; 2,376,- 
000,000 ties; 628,000,000 flangers; 
950,504,000, %% spikes; 1,320,000,000 
bolts, and 4,752,000,000 plates. At 
85 pounds to the yard, there 
are 224,400,000,000 pounds of steel 
in the rails. A 60 tons per car- 
load, there would be 2,244,000 cars, 
or 44,880 trains of 60 cars per 
train. A test that would stump any 
one but a prodigy like Stong was 
given by one of hig visitors last week. 
Stong was asked to give the total 
of all the numbers from 1 up to 
9600, adding them together. His 
answer was 46,084,800. The total of 
the numbers from 1 up to 78,000 
was 3,042,939,000. Stong was asked 
how many bricks would be required 
to lay a pavement from New York 
to Ban Francisco, 3578 miles, the 
pavement to be 60 feet wide and 
the brick 8 inches long and 2 
inches wide. He figured that it 
would require just 10,201,377,600 
brick. 

That his brain is able to handle 
figures in every conceivable form 
has been demonstrated upon nu- 
merous occasions. When asked to 
divide 68,719,476,736 by 32,768, he 
gave the answer as 2,097,152 as 
quickly as he could utter the sounds. 
Stong says that his peculiar talent 
has been with him since early youth. 
He was the despair of the teachers 
and the envy of the other children 
when he solved problems in a mo- 
ment that requipefi hours for the 
others. He declared that there is 
no particularly severe mental strain 
when working out problems that are 
given to him daily. 

The answers stand out in front of 
him, so prompt is the response ot 
his extraordinary brain to the de- 
mands that are put upon it. Stong 
never grows impatient when there 
are undue demands made upon him 
for answers to their problems. He 
treats all courteously and is fond 
of witnessing the look of amazement 
when the abstruse problems are an- 
swered so nonchalantly and within 
such a remarkable limited period of 
time. Stong has had many opportu- 
nitfes to travel with a circus and ex- 
hibit hie extraordiary mental gift, 
but has declined all offers.

But nobody cap- 
tured Mosby and he gave himself 
up late in June and was paroled, a 
parole having previously been re- 
fused 


him. 

By one of those strange whirli- 
gigs of fate Col. John 8. Mosby, once 
the terror of the North and the 
hero of the South, had his position 
somewhat reversed after the war. 

He  .ecame a Republican and «a 
great friend of President Grant. 
Grant gave him a snug berth in the 
Federal service, but his Republiean- 
ism was never popular with the bold 
guerrilla chieftain’s Southern admir- 


ers. 

Mosby's book about the Gettys- 
burg campaign is a stqut vindication 
for Gen. “Jeb” 8 s cavalry and 
likewise rather a _ criticism 
Lee's plan of action. 

But to the Northern lads of thir- 
ty years ago this mild old Confed- 
erate cavalryman was classed among 
such outlaw heroes as Capt. Kidd, 
Morgan the Pirate and Jesse James. 

From a Northern viewpoint the 
three unforgivable men of the-South 
were Mosby, President Jefferson 
Davis a Capt. Wurz, commandant 
of the Andersonville prison. 

The Union authorities refused at 
first to parole Mosby as they had 
paroled Lee and his army and John- 
ston and his army. They regarded 
Mosby as a military outlaw, hence 
the reward for his capture. 

As for Wurz, he was hanged when 
Sherman’s army freed the Union 
prisoners at Andersonville. 

The record of the United States in 
this respect looks very bright in con- 
trast with that made just now by the

GUERILLAS ARE ELUSIVE. 


History Shows They Are Hard to 
Capture. 

[Springfield Republican:] His- 
tory shows that it is not usually wise 
to stake too much on the capture of 
a particular guerilla leader. Even 
in home territory it may be much 
like looking for a needle in a hay- 
mow, as was seen in the Vendee and 
in the frequent irregular wars in 
Spain. Frequently a government, in 
despair, has found it easier and 
cheaper to buy an assassin’s knife in 
order to dispose of an elusive out- 
law who has secret helpers among 
the people. As a rule so-called puni- 
tive raids have been less punitive 
than retaliatory, the innocent being 
made to suffer for the guilty, a 
practice which has some justifica- 
tion in dealing with the average 
tribes which practice it and under- 
stand it. When Albanians raid a 
Montenegrin town it is easy for the 
Montenegrins to retort by shooting 
the first Albanian tribesman they 
find, a process which has been going 
on from time tmmemorial and is 
perfectly understood on both sides. 
But when a civilized power is 
obliged to search for an outlaw in 
the territory of a friendly neighbor- 
ing state the situation becomes one 
of extraordinary difficulty, and his- 
tory affords few precedents. It does, 
however, warn against the danger 
of a committal to a definite pro- 
gramme or to a definite de d.

TIME LOST IN. STRIKES. 


In One Year Eight Hundred Sixty- 
nine Thousand Days Lost. 
{Boston Transcript:] According 
to the annual report of the New 
York State Bureau of Mediation and 
Arbitration, the total number of 
working days lost between Septem- 
ber 30, 1914, and September 30, 
1915, by persons dire h involved in 
strikes was 829,395, while 868,838 
days were lost by persons indirect- 
ly involved. On the basis of 313 
working days in a year, the time 
lost represents a total of 2380 years 
lost in strikes during a single year 
in New York State alone. Allowing 
$1 in wages for each day lost, the 
loss to workers amounted to over 
$1,600,000. During the year ending 
September 30, 1915, forty-one 
strikes were successful, seventeen 
were partly successful and forty- 
four failed. There was a total of 
102 strikes during the period, forty- 
three of which were for an increase 
in wages and twelve for shorter 
hours, while others were for 
nitien of unos ete.

DISASTERS IN SERIES. 


[Detroit Free Press:] The care- 
ful observer long ago noted that dis- 
asters run in series and that inter- 
vals of considerable length tre- 
quently occur between the series. 
Thus three or four railway smash- 
ups happen within a few days, to be 
followed by several months in which 
not a jar is recorded. Or several 
cities are within a few days visited 
by big fires, after which there usval- 
ly elapses a long period in which 
only minor fires are recorded. 

Why this peculiar condition should 
exist is puzzling only to those who do 
not seek the reason in their own 
habits and experiences. The in- 
dividual who will keep close watch 
on himself will discover that he 
perform his dutfes accurately and 
well for long periods, followed by 
short seasons when blunders are fre- 
quent and exasperating. This is due 
to a sense of security created by 
the long period of accuracy, leading 
to a relaxation of vigilance. When- 
ever tension is relaxed and duty is 
performed automatically, rather than 
with concentrated intelligence, 
blunders multiply. 

So, when railroad men go long 
periods without disasters there is 
somewhere along the line a rela- 
tion productive of trouble. Fires 
break out because vigilance iets 
down from a sense of security. 

The lesson is, of course, almost too 
obvious to require statement. Don't 
be lulled by long stretthes of per- 
fect work or security into thinking 
you never can err, never can be 
plunged by a mismove into danger.

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CHOOSING THEIR SOVEREIGNTY.

VERY people have a right to choose the sovereignty under which 
they shall live,” says President Wilson in his peace speech. There 
is a veneer of sweet reasonableness about it that sounds seduc- 
tive enough. But it rather reverses the famous judgment of King Solo- 
mon on the baby cause celebre. He did not insist that the baby had a 
right to choose which of the disputing females should be its mama. But 
both the Wilson and Solomon dictums could scarcely be carried out with- 
out bloodshed. 
President Wilson's presumption is that all peoples know their own 
mind. Which is scarcely according to the evidence. Take Ireland, for 
instance. Northern Ireland insists that it remain a unit of the United 
Ireland would have had home rule in Gladstone's time if half 
of Ireland had not fought tooth and nail against it. Southern Ireland 
considers that it could rule itself and the rest of Ireland very satisfacto- 
rily. The harassed English government, sick to death of the Irish ques- 
tion, offered to divide Ireland, let the south have home rule and keep the 
north in the union. More sweet reasonableness. But not on your life! 
North Ireland is the rich, industrial Ireland that pays the bulk of the 
taxes—Nationalists had no intention of relinquishing that. The only way 
for poor old Britannia to follow the Wilson creed would have been to 
let Ireland fight it out in a wild and temperamenta! civil war, kill off each 
other with fearful celerity, bury the corpses with a few remorseful tears 
and finally resume government of a®meagerly populated and still distress- 
ful Ireland. Nothing has been quite so embarrassing to England as 
Ulster’s determination to be loyal to her, if she had to commit suicide 
to prove it. 
And who shall say which sovereignty Mexico yearns to live under? 
She seems to change her mind every five minutes And whenever the 
Mexicans elect to let fly a few bullets to settle their differences between 
themselves they can't seem to help hitting an American. 

The much - commiserated Alsace - Lorraine, which has figured as a 
romantic martyr before the world for forty years, would be found equally 
uncertain of its permanent desires. The present generation in those fair 
provinces, while tentatively maintaining the martyr idea, has really be- 
come rich and comfortable under German rule and German efficiency, and 
a plebiscite would almost certainly find a majority for German sovereignty, 
a very furious majority, indignant to be made to declare its preferences 
and forswear its pleasant romantic attitude of martyrdom. N

WATER BOARD'S 


Enormous increases in the cost of 
operating and maintaining the 
water department since 1911 are 
alleged in a report presented to the 
City Council yesterday by Council- 
man Conwell, president of the Ef- 
ficiency Commission. According to 
the figures presented by Mr. Con- 
well, the business of the water de- 
partment has increased 61 per cent. 
from 1911-1912 to the estimates for 
1916-1917, while the operation and 
maintenance cost during this period 
has increased 250 per cent. Further 
data from the annual reports of the 
Public Service Commission Were pre- 
sented, showing that the general of- 

and commercial expense for 
oing business in the water depart- 
ment has increased from $2.02 for 
each meter in 1911 to $3.02 for each 
meter at the present time. 

These figures were presented to 
the Council yesterday in a special 
report which Councilman Conwell 
said he prepared through the Ef- 
ficiency Commission in anticipation 
of an adverse report from the Coun- 
cil Finance Committee on a resolu- 
tion introduced bp Mr. Conwell two 
weeks ago calling upon the water 
department to carry this year $500,- 
000 of its own bond expense. Presi- 
dent Betkouski, who named a com- 
mittee adverse to the proposition, 
said yesterday that while the reso- 
lution called for a report not later 
than yesterday, it will take the Pub- 
lic Service Commission at least an- 
other week to prepare this report. 

THE CONWELL REPORT. 

Mr. Conwell’s statement, which he 
said is simply en outline of existing 
conditions, as shown by the reports 
and budget of the Public Service 
Commission, was characterized by 
Counciiman Wright as “An attempt 
of this asinine Efficiency Commis- 
sion to attack the superbly 
public service department.” 

Mr. Conwell’s reply was that he 
prefers a competent judge as to the 
superbness of the management of 
any city department: 

Counciiman Conwell’s statement 
analyzed several prominent sections 
of the budget proposed by the pub- 
lic service department, citing es- 
pecially the proposal of this board 
te spend $360,000 for cast iron pipe 
this year. This amount, he said, is 
greater than has been spent for 
pipe in any recent year. At the 
present time, Councilman Conwell 
said, prices on iron pipes are great- 
ly inflated and freight, which repre- 
gents about one-half of the value of 
the pipe in Los Angeles, is much 
higher than it will be later, after 
the Panama Canal's advantages are 
more fully available. 

The general purpose of the state- 
ment was heartily indorsed by 
Counciiman Topham and Council- 
woman Lindsey, who asse 
the public certainly is entitled to 
full information the 
management of the water depart- 
ment and the Public Service Com- 
mission should be required to carry 
a fair share of ite own overhead ex- 
penses unless good reason is shown 
for continuing its present course. 
The report was referred to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for reply. 

Mr. Conwen called attention to 
the promises of the Owens River 
Campaign Committee, indorsed by 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the public generally, in 
which the promise was made that 
“payments on the principal will be 
deferred until the aqueduct is in 
0 when it will pay for it- 
self.” 


ESTIMATE OF REVENUE. 


The Conwell report calls atten- 
tion to the estimate of water reve- 
nue for the coming fiscal year at 
$2,028,000 and it states that this es- 
timate is shown to be practically 
$500,000 under the amount that the 
city may expect to receive for water. 

The report says further: a 

The current erpenses of oper- 
ation, and maintenance (including 
$125,000 interest on origina] water- 
works debt) as estimated by the 
Public Service Commission, will be 
approximately $866,000. This indi- 
cates an operating surplus of $1,- 
162,000 on the basis of the com- 
mission's own estimate, or 
$1,662,000 if the larger estimate of 
revenues should be realized. The 
commission presents estimetes for 
construction work somewhat in ex- 
| cess of $1,200,000, which would ab- 
sorb the operating surplus as esti- 
mated by the commission, but would 
leave a net surplus of about $500,- 
000 on the basis of the larger esti- 
mate of revenues. 

In view of the foregoing facts and 
in the absence of data which would 
establish the urgency of the entire 
proposed construction programme. 
it is submitted that the Council may 
reasonably require that $500,000 be 
set aside from the water revenues 
of 1916-1917 to be applied to the 
payment of interest and principal of 
aqueduct bonds. Assuming that this 
action be taken, the amount of di- 
rect property taxes collected for the 
payment of fhterest and principal of 
aqueduct bonds during the coming 
year can obviously be reduced by 
$500,000, which is 30 per cent. of 
the entire tax for the aque- 
duct debt service. 

No reference has been made to 
the rapidly increasing cost of opera- 
tion and maintenance which is 
shown by the financial reports of 
the Public Service Commission. For 
the year 1911-1912, this expense 
was $307,000. In 1914-1915 it has 
increased to $534,000. The estimat- 
ed expenses of operation and main- 
tenance for 1916-1917, according 
to the statement of the commission, 
is $741,000, which is almost two and 
one-half times the corresponding 
expense of 1911-1912. For the same 
period the revenues have increased 
from $1,338,000 in 1911-1912 to 
$2,028,000 (as estimated dy the 
commission) for 1916-1917—an in- 
crease of 61 per cent. as against the 
increase of 250 per cent. in ex- 
penses. 

A considerable part of this ex- 
pense increase is, of course, due to 
the natural growth of the city and 
of the water system.

The Surest Way to Locate Leak 
age in Tube is to Place it in 
Water—Even this Method Often 
Fails and Trouble is with Vaive 
Parts.

of locating small] punctures in inner 
tubes The following suggestions 
may serve to lighten his trouble 
when he next meets with such a mis- 


hap. 

The tube should be examined 
carefully to determine if the punc- 
ture is large enough to be seen. If 
not immediately visible the perfora- 
tion may be very small, no larger 
than a needle point and in this case 
it ie much harder to locate. 

Inflate the tube slightly and hold 
it near the ground. Very often if 
the road is dry the puncture may be 
detected by the disturbance of the 
dust made by the escaping air. 

If this test cannot be made or if 
it does not discover the puncture, 
present each portion of the tube to 
the cheek until the rush of escaping 
These methods fail- 
ing to locate the puncture the only 
course is to immerse the tube in a 
pan of water, section by section, and 
watch closely for air bubbles. Where 
these bubbles rise is the point of 


puncture.

Cake and Burnt Sugar Sauce. 

“TI have derived so much help from the 
Corner thet I am taking 4 little time 
from my household duties to send you a 
few helps and recipes. dome time ago a 
recipe for a hot water sponge cake was 
given, and you added the suggestion shat 
as such a cake often falls it would be bet. 
ter to make cup cakes at firsi. i have oad 
spicndid success with the same recipe by 
adding a teaspoon of cormstarch to the 
flour and baking powder. My cake 
never falls, and such a small amount of 
cornstarch does not affect the texture of 
the cake. But I have found another 
Cake that is much better and leas ex- 
pensive. If mixed as directed it never 
fells. Here it is: 

Beat two egg thoroughly, add one 
cup of sugar, and beat until lemon col- 
ored or until the sugar is dissolved. Now 
add ome cup of flour sifted with one and 
& half level teaspoons of baking powder 
and half a teaspoon of salt. Put in then 
one cup of hot milk and ome tablespoon 
of meited butter, or any shortening. Fu. 
vor to taste. It is against all rules for 
cake mixing. but it is delicious, either 
jeed or served with whipped cream or 
bermed sugar savee, which is one of 
‘John's favorites.’ 

“To make the sauce beat half a cup of 
suger in a saucepan, stirring until 
solved and amber colored, add about two 
cupe of hot water; let boll until all the 
user is dissolved; then thicken with a 
tablespoon of cornstarch or flour mixed 
with a little cold water. Add 4 small 
lump of butter.

ANY of the stories told about Lin- 
coln at the Illinois bar represent him 
in anything but a dignified light. 

But they are a part of the character of the 
man, says Francis F. Browne, in “The Every 
Day Life of Abraham Lincoln,” and should 
be kept in remembrance wherever there is 
reason to suppose they are genuine. Be- 
sides they usually full of irresistible humor. 
Such an incident is told by Hon. Lawrence 
Weldon, Lincoln's old friend and legal as- 
sociate in Mlinois. 


“I can see him now,” says Judge Weldon, 
“standing in the corner of the old court- 
room, and, as I approached him with a pa- 
per 1 did not undefstand,.saying, ‘Wait until 
I fix this plug for my gallus, and, 1 will 
pitch into that like a dog at a root.

' gpeaking be was busily engaged in trying

a. button.” Lincoln liked old-fashioned 
words, and never failed to use thenff if they 
could be sustained as proper. Very likely 
he never came to use the newer and more 
elegant word, “suspenders.” 

On a certain trial Lincoln appeared 
against his friend, Judge Logan. It was a 
wit between two farmers who had had a 
disagreement over a horse trade. On the 
day of the trial Mr. Logan, having bought a 
new shirt, open in the back, with a huge 
standing collar, dressed himself in extreme- 
haste, and put on the shirt with the bosom 
at the back, a linen coat concealing the 
blunder. He dazed the jury with his 
“horse” knowledge, and, as the day was 
sultry, he took off his coat and “summed 
up” in his shirt sleeves, Lincoln, sitting 
behind him, took in the situation, and when 
his turn came, he said: 


“Gentlemen, Mr. Logan has been trying 
to make you believe he knows more about 
a horse than those honest old farmers who 
are witnesses. Now, gentlemen, I submit 
to you” (here he lifted Logan out of his 
chair apd turned him with his back to the 
jury and the crowd, at the same time flap- 
ping up the enormous standing collar) 
“what dependence can you place in his 
horse knowledge when he has not sense 
enough to put on his shirt?” 

Roars of laughter followed, and the jury 
promptly gave the verdict to Lincoln. 

The preceding incident recalls another, 
in which Lincoln figures as a horse trader. 
He and a certain judge once fell to banter- 
ing each other about trading horses; and it 
was agreed that the next miorning at 9% 
o'clock they should make a trade, the horses 
to be unseen up to that hour, under a for- 
telt of $25. At the hour appointed the 
fudge came up, leading the sorriest-looking 
gpecimen of a nag ever seen. lu a few 
minutes Lincoln was seen approaching 
with a wooden sawhorse on his shoulders. 
Great were the shouts and the laughter of 
the crowd: and these increased when Lin- 
colin, surveying the judge's animal, set 
down his sawhorse and exclaimed: “Well, 
judge, this is the first time I ever got the 
worst of it in a horse trade!”

At least in low alti- 
tudes you must seek it within the canyons, 
At altitudes of 4000 or 5000 feet in the in- 
terior coast ranges it begins to come out 
into the open. asterners immediately 
claim it as an old friend, so closely does it 
resemble Aquilegia Canadensis, whose home 
is east of the Rocky Mountains, and which 
so many of us knew in our childhood as 
“wild honeysuckle.” 


One of our fragrant summer posies is 
the wallflower. There are two of them, 
the cream-colored Erysimum grandifiorum 
and the western R. asperum. The former 
is somewhat earlier, and is not likely to be 
found later than June; but the latter, which 
is the more common one in the south, lasts 
until August. Both are fragrant. The plants 
have the habit of standing out by them- 
selves, often singly, as if they were of the 
aristocracy, and wished to shun the com- 
mon herd. Canyons and the higher parts 
of the mountains are their favorite dwell- 
ing places. 

If early in the season you should discover 
a rosette of thick, fleshy leaves, perhaps 
six or eight inches across, and closely hug- 
ging the ground, with several diminutive 
replicas cuddling about, do not imagine you 
have discovered a colony of dwarf century- 
plants. It is only the “old hen and her 
chickens,” Dudleyi Sheldoni, or else her sis- 
ter, Dudieyi pulverulenta. If you come back 
later in the summer you will find one or 
more stocks from five to ten inches high 
shooting up out of the rosette, bearing bud- 
shaped flowers of a light orange-red hue. 

By June or July the old man-of-the-moun- 
tains” greets you at every turn of the trail 
on the chaparral covered mountains. Per- 
haps you know it better by the name of 
“clematis,” or “virgin’s bower.” And maybe 
you like it better in the springtime, when 
its vines are long garlands of white flowers. 
But to me it has more of beauty when the 
masses of gray-white plumes of fiy-away 
seeds simulate a flowing beard. This species 
is Clematis ligusticifolia. 

There is another Clematis, C. lasiantha, 
in the south, whose blooming time is in mid- 
summer. It is more ambitious than its 
earlier sister, climbing trees of twenty or 
thirty feet, and more showy in bloom. As a 
rule it keeps te the higher altitudes and in- 
terior canyons. It has a charming way of 
running up over scrub-oaks and other small 
trees at the very outer end of the limbs, and 
thus decorating its host with trailing ropes 
of white bloom. With what exclamations 
of delight it is always greeted by those who 
see it for the first time. As for me, I make 
a pilgrimage into a certain part of the 
mountains each year to see a vinecilad 
slope that I know of. 4

tain slopes is the brown mariposa, Calo- 
chortus Weed. Indeed, as I have already 
remarked, I give it the highest seat among 
our score of mariposas. Several others are 
larger and more showy, while still others 
are more fairy-like and ethereal, but for 
intricate design and coloration no other is 
its equal. To me it is always a wonder! 
That its small bulb, throwing up in the 
springtime but a single radical leaf, which 
in a few weeks withers and dies, can store 
up enough substance to produce the tall 
stalk and marvelous flower is a miracle. 
For at the blooming time the ground in 
which the bulb lies buried is hard and arid 
as a sun-dried brick, while the midsummer 
sun sucks from the atmosphere whatever 
of moisture the fogs may bring us from the 
sea. 

The white sage and the brown mariposa 
are both flowers of the south. 

Another summer queen of the south is 
the romero, Trichostema lanatum. Or per- 
haps a more appropriate name would be 
coquette, for she decks herself out with 
feathers and plumes in gay colors of blue, 
and so wantonly nods and smiles at you 
that you leave steady business of trail- 
climbing to ma er acquaintance, and per- 
haps flirt a litt way of reciprocity. The 
romero got ih name from the Spanish, 
who valued a remedy for many all- 
ments. Its leaves steeped in spirits be 
came a valuable liniment; heated with olive 
oll, it was worked into a salve which was 
a sovereign remedy for sores and ulcers; 
while its dried leaves were powdered and 
snuffed to relieve attacks of catarrh. Amer- 
icans call it “woolly blue curls,” which 
seems to fit very snugly its coquettish ap- 
pearance. 

“Golden dicentra” sounds somewhat scien- 
tific, but I know of no other common name 
by which to call forward for our inspec- 
tion that sister of the heights, dressed in 
finely-cut gray foliage and crowned with 
tall spikes of yellow flowers. I always stop 
to thank her for the bit of color she offers. 
It helps to enliven the trail on the dry 
mountain slopes in July. Dicentra crysan- 
tha the botanists call her. She needs a 

name, and I don't see why “gol- 
den heart” would not do, for she is full sis- 
ter of the bleeding heart. I think I shall 
call her that hereafter, for flowers with 
good, sensible common names seem more 
familiar and friendly. 

One summer day, while driving along the 
Foothills Boulevard in the eastern part of 
Los Angeles county with a party of late- 
comers from the East, one of the ladies 
exclaimed: Oh. look yonder! What is 
that brilliant red?” 

I looked where she pointed; and there on 
a steep slope nearly a hundred yards away, 
among the cobblestones which had been 
cleared from the nearby ground where 
there was now a fine orange orchard, was 
a flaming patch of the scariet larkspur. It 
was a familiar sight to me, but when I 
told the lady what the color came from, 
she exclaimed: 

larkspurs! I don't believe it. 
Who ever heard of red larkspurs? Lark- 
spurs are blue!” 

Proof was easier than argument, as well 
as more convincing. 80 I stopped the 
motor, climbed the slope, and brought her 
an armload of the burning color. Some of 
the stalks were fully six feet tall and car- 
ried nearly a hundred blooms. 

“I never should have believed it,” said 

the lady. “You may tell me anything you 
please about California flowers now, and I 
shall not ask for the proof.” 
The stalks were placed in water, and for 
the next couple of weeks remained fresh, 
new buds opening from day to day. This 
large scarlet larkepur is a true solitherner, 
occurring only as far north as Santa Bar- 
bara county. It is a long bloomer, com- 
mencing in June and continuing through 
the summer. Its botanical name is Delphin- 
lum cardinale. 

“I presume you would not be surprised 
now to learn that poppies here grow on 
bushes and trees?” I said to the lady. 

“Your word is good,” she replied.~ “! 
don't have to be shown. Nevertheless, if 
they are handy, I should like to see.“ 


“Well, truth vompels me to say that they 


are not ‘just like’ the State flower, and if ? 


you were to wear one as a substitute for 
that, we Californians should heartily stand 
for it. But it is a poppy, nevertheless, and 
a right good one at that.” 

alf an hour later we were passing the 

ge of Matilija poppies. I let the lady 
do her own discovering, although I did slow 
up a little in order to give her a good 
chance. She rose to the occasion. 

“Here, hold up!“ she exclaimed. “You 
needn't let on you are not noticing. I know 
what they are. That is, I know they are» 
poppies of some kind. And more thau that, 
they are the most gorgeous ones I evet 
saw. See the great yellow centers, and 
the immense white petals which look as if 
they were made of some fine quality of 
crepe paper! But these are not wild flow- 
ers!”

Curious Industries of Dijon. 

The charming town of Dijon, in France, 
is celebrated for some time-honored and 
curious industries——pilis, mustard and gin 
gerbread. 

The consumption of pills throughout the 
length and breadth of France must 
enormous, a circumstance that must have 
given a happy thought to a rtain success 
ful pili-maker of Dijon to have recourse to 
machinery. He made a handsome fortune, 
and his descendants are no less prosperous. 
The hard times appear to have no effect 
‘upon the pili-making industry. 

The process of making pilis is extremely 
rapid and neat. Tar, chloroform, castor 
ofl and oll of eucalyptus are among the 
favorite ingredients. Thi. layers of a cer- 
tain size, composed of gum sugar and gela- 
tine, are spread out, the oll h then spread on 
the lower layer, just as we spread jam on 
pastry, a second layer is then put on, the 
whole adhering after the manner of cov- 
ered tarts. 

The sandwich is placed between two iron 
plates indented with tiny holes the size of 
the pill, two turns are given in a baking 
oven, And out comes the pills, each separat- 
ing itself from its envelope, smooth, com- 
pact, firm as shot. Hundreds of thousands 
are manufactured dailv. 

The celebrated Dijon mustard is even 
more worthy of note with its peculiar 
piquancy not to be found in any other, how- 
ever excellent. The seed is always sown 
on cleared charcoal beds in the neighboring 
forests, spaces difficult to utilize by other 
means, as the young plants of peas, beans. 
potatoes and the like would be devoured 
by the rabbits and wild boars, which will not 
touch the mustard leaf. 

The soil gives one flavor; another is 
otherwise accounted for. The mustard 
when in powder is mixed with the juice of 
new wine, imparting a pleasant acidity. 
The grape must be in precisely the right 
stage of unripeness, or the exact degree of 
acidity will be missed. 

The no-less-famous Dijon gingerbread, or 
pain d’epice, is an invention of the Middle 
Ages. Tt is made of honey, rye flour and 
spice, no treacle entering into its sompos!- 
tion. Honey possesses a medicinal. qual- 
ity, which is supposed to render the pain 
@epice useful as well as ornamental on 
family tables. 

The seigneurs of Burgundy are said to 
have invented it. Huge bakeries were set 
up In Dijon, and to this day the trade in 
gingerbread is very flourishing, seven large 
factories existing there.

Sarden, Nature does not offer us, in 
midsummer, so many different messen- 
gers of sunshine and fragrance, nor such 
wide expanses of color, as she presents in 
the lush springtime. Nevertheless, she has 
reserved for this period of the year some of 
her most pleasing nosegays, and only just 
now brings out the rarer products of her 
floral handiwork. It is now that she weaves 
with more precious fiber, and colors with 
more brilliant and costly dyes.

In the canyon, too, until late in the sum- 
mer, the sticky monkey-flower, Diplacus 
glutinosus, flourishes, although out in the 
open, under the dry, hot sun, it has ceased 
to bloom. It is apt to be of the pale corn- 
colored variety; or it may be the deep sal 
mon-colored one, or both, as it sometimes 
happens. If the locality is far south, it 
may be the scariet-flowered form. No other 
California flower can be traced through 


wider variation of color. There is also 


much variation of form. It is a showy 
flower, and we find it banked in masses, and 
newcomers generally go into ecstacies at 


the sight of it, and start in with naive . 


enthusiasm to gather an armful. But their 
ardor cools and their enthusiasm lags after 
the first handful, for the plant has well 
earned its name of “sticky.” This being 
a “monkey flower,” we should naturally ex- 
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when we go afield in April. But for these, 
Nature's wild-lower garden of July and 
August more than has its compensations; 
for where is the flower of spring that for 
intricate design and delicate coloring can 
match that peerless one of the Calochorti, 
the brown mariposa (C. Weedii,) whose 
home is on the dry foothills, and whose 
time of beauty is when the sun shines 
longest and hottest? Or what has spring 
to compare with the magnificence of the 
Matilija poppy? Or with the stateliness 
of the blazing star or the yellow evening 
primrose? Or with the alluring grace 
and sprightliness of the columbine? 

No, in midsummer there is no cause to 
mourn the vanished beauty of spring, and 
to regret that the bills are turning brown 
again. Nature has still many nosegays 
to offer you, only you must go farther 
afield for them. They are mostly within 
the canyons, or out on the higher foot- 
hills, or up on the mountains. Fake a 
trail which lies away from the beaten 
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the top as those below fade and fall away. 
When fall comes, some of them have spires 
five or six feet tall. 


In the canyon, too, you will find the 
violet beardstongue, which is another Pent- 
stemon (PF. heterophyllus.) June is its 
favorite month in the open places of the 
lower foothills, where it sometimes grows 
in solid patches of a rod or two in ex- 
tent. But during July and even into 
August, you may find beds of it around 
old stumps and logs in the canyons. No 
other flower has just its cast of violet- 
purple, with which there is mingled just 
a tinge or red, a coloring which eludes de- 
scription, but which once noted will cause 
you to recognize the flower as far as you 
can see it. When you come upon a bunch 
of the violet beardstongue suddenly, you 
are apt to be somewhat startled, for the 
flowers seem to be staring at you, open- 
mouthed and just ready to thrust out 
mocking tongues. But that feeling soon 
passes, for you directly see that they really

to make itself seen, although it ranges 
and riots over any support that happens 
to be at hand. It often beautifully deco 
rates a trail by mingling with the chaparral, 
and hanging down the face of the cut 
along steep slopes. It is lavish of its bloom 
all summer long, and its scarlet patches 
add life and beauty to many a trail which 
would otherwise be barren of color. 

From overhead the canyon trail the wild 
honeysuckle is dropping festoons of odorous 
blossoms, which in shape are like those of 
the cultivated vine. But its flowers are a 
light pink, instead of white and pale yel- 
low. The vine is almost as dependent for 
support as is the one Which we grow in 
our gardens. It has the habit of climbing 
up through bushes and small trees, and 
then letting its long, slender branches trail 
downward. So it happens that often when 
passing through wooded canyons wild 
honeysuckle flowers will strike you in the 
face. It revels in the euphonious botanical 
name of Lonicera hispidula. 
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pect it to bear the botanical name of 
Mimulus, instead of Diplacus, as it does. 
It was originally placed with the former 
by the botanist who described it, but an- 
other botanical sharp discovered it didn't 
belong there, according to his say, so it 
lost its standing in that genus. 

But you are quite likely to run across 
some genuine Mimuli. In the northern part 
of the State you can scarcely get away from 
them, for in that region there are some 
twenty species, and go where you will, you 
are likely to run across some of them. 
Somewhat more than half of them are of 
some bhade of yellow, while the others are 
pink, red, crimson or scariet. In the south 
we have two or three of thé yellow ones,

enabling her to grapple with most domestic 
problems, but housekeeping in a modern 
Tower of Babel, with servants speaking 
divers languages, while she, herself, knew 
only her native tongue, almost proved her 
Waterloo. 

Mayaguez, a town of about 40,000, was the 
most modern on the island, having an ice 
plant, electric lights and a tramway. The 
major was appointed official head of this 
town, acting as an alcalde, which meant a 
combination of worries, owing to the pe- 
culiar customs and conditions. 

The house assigned to them had been 
built by Gen. Soto, of the Spanish army, at 
enormous private expense, and walking from 
the front of the house to the back entailed 
covering the distance of a good-sized city 
block. The rooms were very large, and the 
high ceilings covered with excellent hand 
frescoing. In the schoolroom, where the 
Soto children had studied with private 
tutors, the walls were decorated with scenes 
of the island, giving an outdoor effect; the 
iliusion being augmented by the ceiling re- 
producing sky, clouds, moon and stars. 

The foundation of the house was of ma- 
sonry; the upper part of frame, and all win- 
dows barred with iron rods like a jail, being 
further protected by heavy wooden shutters. 
These features were a tribute to the expert 
native sneak thieves, for even tiny children 
are trained to slip through places where a 
larger person could not penetrate. 

The bathroom of the house deserves spe- 
aial mention. It was a room almost large 
enough for a drawing-room, and the marble 
tub was a small-sized swimming plunge, set 
down in the floor, so one had to ascend 
steps, then descend into the tub the same 
way. There was no hot water, however, and 

an amusing story was related of an Amert- 
can who took charge of a coffee plantation 
in the interior of the island. 

Among his luggage was a portable tub, and 
after strenuous effort he managed to train 
the native woman who cared for his quar- 
ters, so she understood that he took a cold 
bath each morning. One day, owing to a 
severe cold, he instructed her to fill the tub 
with very hot water, bidding her call him 
when it was filled. An hour passed, then he 
started to investigate. In the center of the 
room was the tub, half filled with tepid wa- 
ter, and as he looked at it the woman ambled 
in, carrying a small saucepan containing 
little over a pint of hot water, which she 
dumped into the tub. It had never occurred 
to her that a large vessel of water would 
solve the promem, and she had been indus- 
triously heating a pint of water at a time, 
feeling much disgusted at a man who had so 
little sense as to expect her to ever get the 
tub filled with real hot water. 

At that time there were no stoves, all 
cooking being done on a platform of solid 
tiles, three feet high, three feet deep and 
from ten to twelve feet long. At intervals of 
two feet there were holes in the top of the 
structure, supplied with grates, and beneath 
these grates arches through which the ashes 
fell. At the end of the platform was an oven 
about four feet square. The small grates, 
heated by charcoal, were used for all pur- 
poses except baking or roasting. the oven 
being fed by huge logs which burned to a 
bed of live coals when roasting or baking 
was necessary. Cake baking was impossible. 

The house servants were three. Manuel, 
the man-servant, a native Porto Rican of 
Indian descent, or Borenqueno, spoke the 
dialect of his people; Elise, the housemaid, 
was pure Porto Rican, and knew only Span- 
ish; while Clara, the cook, was a negress 
from the Isle of St. Thomas. Clara was a 
necessity, acting as interpreter for the oth- 
ers, as the major’s wife was familiar with 
only her own language. 

Manuel was a diminutive figure, with a 
mop of black, silky, curly hair. He ware a 
white shirt with deep tura-over collar, sim- 
Uar to a sailor collar, white linen trousers 
and a sash of either blue or scarlet silk, 
knotted about his waist and falling in long 
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ends in front. When outdoors he wore a 
Panama hat, but on all occasions his feet 
were innocent of shoes or socks; for, though 
35 years old, he had never worn either. He 
was very spectacular, hig favorite attitude 
in repose being to lean gracefully against 
the wall, his arms folded across his chest. 
When serving the table, he would remove or 
place an article, then at once assume his 
pet pose, making a picturesque addition to 
the room. One day while guests were at 
dinner, the major’s wife, glancing up to indi- 
cate he could remove some dishes, discov- 
ered he was calmly removing a splinter 
from hig bare foot. Then and there the edict 
wem forth that Manuel must either wear 
shoes in the house, or Elise would wait on 
table. As this was Manuel's proud prerog- 
ative, he accepted the shoes. From that 
hour the shoes became his principal occupa- 
tion in life. When he was needed, Clara 
would go in search for him and return with 
the announcement, “He will come, madam. 
He is putting on his shoes; or, “Manuel was 
taking off his shoes, madam.” These cere- 
monies occurred perpetually at most inop- 
portune times and places. 


The greatest delight to Manuel was when 
the major or his wife prepared to go out. 
He would rush to the door and with arms, 
feet and vocabulary drive all the natives 
away, not only from the doorway but also 
intercepting passers-by, thrusting them back 
officiously. Then the passage free, the won- 
dering spectators watched with curious awe 
as the embarrassed and irritated couple 
would descend, while Manuel stood bowing 
as if at court. No protests, reprimands or 
explanations had any effect, and the major 
suggested chloroform as the only possible 
preventive. 

Clara, the cook, coming from St. Thomas, 
the Danish island where compulsory educa- 
tion has placed the natives far in advance of 
those of Cuba and Porto Rico, was very 
black, tall and impressively dignified. She 
was an excellent cook; her badge of office 
being an immense straw hat, like a small 
umbrella, with two strings of black ribbon 
hanging loose on either side. On top of this 
headgear was a pad. Anything to be carried 
was placed on it, whether it be a day's mar- 
keting, basket of eggs or a single letter to 
be posted. | 

According to established custom, the cook 
does not sleep in the house, but has a room 
elsewhere. This is invariably referred to as 
“my dwelling,” even though it be four tot- 
tering walls surmounted by a leaky roof and 
inclosing the most squalid interior. Clara 
left the house each day after dinner, carry- 
ing with her everything remaining in the 
way of edibles, as her rightful perquisite. A 
large freezer of ice cream was seen disap- 
pearing one evening, perched on her head. 
As the family expected to have friends feast 
with them in the evening, Clara was called 
back and asked why she took it. Wer per- 
fectly frank explanation was that cooks were 
always entitled to take home with them 
whatever was uneaten each day. Clara was 
much astounded when it was told her the 
Americans would call that stealing, and 
thereafter she never took anything except 
the articles put aside for ker to carry home. 

All marketing was done at daybreak by the 
cook. The mistress of the house never comes 
in contact with the tradespeople. Owing to 
intense heat, beef was slaughtered after mid- 
night and sold at dawn or earlier. Ice was a 
luxury for the wealthiest class only. Each 
evening the mistress of a home gives the 
market money to her cook to purchase the 
necessary supplies for the following day. A 
‘few hints from a kindly neighbor, the wife 
of a Consul who had lived on the island 
some time, showed the major’s wife she was 
giving Clara double the amount necessary, 
and as all change from marketing is the 
preperty of the cook, the amount was cur- 
tailed and developments waited anxiously. 
The family realized they would be denioral- 
ized without Clara as an interpreter. To 
their delight the table was just as bounti- 
fully supplied, for a peculiar code of honor 
prevented Clara from filching from her em- 
ployers by economizing on quality or quan- 
tity, and though her “perquisites” decreased 
materially, there was no change in her good- 
nature or efficiency, nor any indication of 
her “giving notice.” 

Manuel, following the custom, went away 
to sleep, but Elise, the housemaid, remained. 
She prepared the breakfast, which usually 


consisted of coffee, rolls, and fruit, and 
Clara, returning from market reached the 
house about 9 o'clock, taking charge of the 
regular breakfast between 12 and 1. 


Bread, baked by professional bakers in 
loaves a yard long, was carried through the 
streets and sold in slices cut to suit the pur- 
chaser. Fish was slung on poles carried by 
natives, and sliced in quantities desired. 
Goods of all classes were brought to the 
doors of the houses. The merchant, carry- 
ing an umbrella, marched majestically ahead 
of the natives who carried his wares in big 
Baskets. They contained laces, dress goods, 
kitchen towels, and around the edges were 
suspended a fringe of pots, pans and kitchen 
utensils. Did the family need a new sauce 
pan, no one thought of going into the street 
to find a vender, for cooner or later one 
would be sure to appear, and all that was 
necessary was to watch and hail him Then 
the entire cavalcade would enter the court- 
yard where goods would be displayed. 

All laundry was given out. Clara found a 
washwoman from the Isle of St. Kitts, who 
was annexed to the Tower of Babel. Like all 
laundresses of Porto Rico, she carried the 
wash to the river. where after soaking, it 
was pounded energetically between two 
stones to extract the water, then hung on 
bushes to dry. The trifling matter of thorns 
or.jagged boughs was no consideration, and 
the clothes soon showed the effects of such 
heroic treatment, so the laundress was fur- 
nished tubs, clotheslines and clothespins, be- 
coming at once the object of deepest envy 
among her associates. Personal as well as 
house laundry was done for one peso (63 
cents) a week, but the mistress was supposed 
to furnish soap and starch. This would 
seem an ideal arrangement, were it not that 
frequently clothes failed to materialize for 
several weeks owing to something in the 
wardrobe appealing to the laundress’ fancy, 
and not delivered until she had worn it and 
then washed it to return to the owner. 

A handsome lawn kimono, brand new, was 
sent to the wash, and after persistent de- 
mands was returned, the front being deco- 
rated profusely with dark brown spots. The 
explanation was given in a most nonchalant 
manner. The laundress had worn it to a 
party, and as several of the guests became 
very drunk, they had spilled the milk from 
green cocaonuts on the garment. The spots 
remained a permanent souvenir of a social 
evening in Porto Rico. 

Milk from green cocaonuts was a favorite 
beverage of the natives. The liquor is made 
like mescal or tiswin, the drinks of the Art- 
zona Indians, and produces murderous in- 
sanity if taken beyond certain quantities. 
Its use is general, and at Christmas there is 
not a house servant who is perfectly sober. 
They become very cross and quarrelsome as 
a result. Over-indulgence in this concoction 
causes “running amuck,” when the victim, 
becoming temporarily insane, tries to kill 
any and all who cross his path. Pineapple 


rum, the fermented juice of pineapples, is. 


another intoxicant which is very insidious. 
Immense pineapples sold for 3 cents 
American money, and were so full of juice 


that it was necessary to hang them over 


pans to catch the syrup which oozed from 
them. One of the surprises of the American 
people was seeing natives eating green- 
skinned oranges. On closer investigation it 
was found to be very sweet and fine-grained, 
and a single small orange would yield over 
a goblet of juice. Native boys trundled 
wheelbarrows of green oranges through the 
streets, and when a customer was found the 
boy peeled the orange and handed it to him. 
Other fruit peddlers carried their merchan- 
dise around in canvas swung from poles 
which rested on the shoulders of the venders, 
who usually go in couples. . 

The major’s wife one day watched the ap- 
proach of two men who were carrying such a 
burden, and as they passed under the bal- 
cony upon which she stood, she gesticulated 
to make them understand she wished to pur- 
chase some fruit. They seemed to be very 
much embarrassed and replied volubly, and 
when an interpreter was found the explan- 
ation was given politely but regretfully, that 
they were carrying a corpse for burial. 

Only the very rich had the luxury of being 
buried in a coffin permanently. Others 
rented the town coffin. There was a story 
that this official coffin had a sliding bottom, 
and when the grave was reached the bottom 
was removed, allowing the corpse to drop

into the grave. However, a prominent army 
official assured me that this was not corrob- 
orated. The poorest 0 of people were put 
in sacks swung on and carried by na. 
tives, sans procession, pomp or mourners. 
The funeral of a rich person, fhough® was a 
public event, with its procession of priegts.. 
acolytes, censers, mourners and ceremontes 
galore. At one very elaborate funeral the 
coffin wag painted a beautiful sky-blue be- 
sprinkled with silver and gold moons and 
stars. 

Graves were rented, and when rent was 
overdue the delinquent was dispossés~ed; 
hence, thd corners of the cemeteries were 
filled with human bones overgrown with 
vines. A beautifully marked species of deep 
red and silver Wandering Jew became as 
sociated permanently with such corners in 
the memories of the initiated. The ma jor's 
wife relinquished her intention to take a slip 
of this vine when she learned how its roots 
were fed. Otie grew to class it as a Vam- 
pire Vine. 

The town coffin was in charge of the 
major, who was acting as alcalde, and all 
applications for its use had to be made to 
him. Upon one occasion he received two 
requests from different families for the cof- 
fin at the same hour. Climatic conditions 
made prompt burial a necessity, and in his 
dilemma the officer remembered that the 
Sisters of a near-by convent owned a pr‘vate 
coffin. Penning a very polite official note 
he explained the circumstances and re 
quested the loan of the convent coffin for a 
short time, giving assurances as to proper 
care and prompt return. The orderly who 
carried the note to the Mother Superior re- 
turned with a charmingly polite answer, re 
gretting that unavoidable circumstances pre 
vented complying with his request, as the 
“convent coffin has an occupant.” The per- 
plexed officer resorted to having the two . 
applicants draw straws to decide whica one 
should use the official coffin first. 

Commissary supplies for the house, con- 
sisting of all staple and fancy groceries 
apart from fresh vegetables and fruit, were 
ordered for the ensuing month, including 
laundry soap by the box. Soap was an un- 
known article to the average native Porto 
Rican when the Americans took possession 
of the island. Manuel was given a cake of 
soap and instructed to clean the front steps, 
which were marble. A little later the 
major’s wife found that Manuel was indus- 
triously at work, but had evolved an original 
method, having wrapped the soap carefully 
in many folds of cloth, then dipping the 
bundle lightly in a pan of water, he rubbed 
the steps tenderly and cautiously.

of which we are ignorant. Our notions of 
rest 
come to survey the various postures that 
different animals assume during sleep. 

Most persons probably sleep lying on 
the right or left side of the body, with the 
knees drawn up toward the chin. But cer 
tain African tribes lie on the back and let 
the head, or rather the back of the neck, 
rest on a bar of that is supported on 
two short pillars. The elephant, apparently 
invariably, and the horse, commonly, sleep 
standing. This is really astonishing. Be 
sides the difficulty of maintaining the bal- 
ance of the body during long periods of 
urconsciousness, it would seem that there 
must be some necessity for resting the 
muscles of the legs. Cattle usually sleep 
lying down, and during many hours of the 
day they lie down. : 

More curious still, there are creatures 
that sleep while they hang head downward, 
suspended by the hind feet; among these 
are the bats. The hanging parrots of In- 
dia and the Malayan region have the same 
strange habit. In this they differ from 
all other birds, which invariably sleep with 
the head turned tailward over the back 
and the beak thrust in among the feathers 
between the wing and the body—not ac- 
tually under the wing, as people generally 
‘believe. No satisfactory explanation has 
ever been offered to account for this odd 
habit. It is followed even by the penguins, 
whose feathers are so short that they do 
not completely cover the beak. 

Certain birds sleep while they rest on 
one leg. That curious pose is best seen in 
the long-legged birds, like storks and gulls. 
Ducks generally sleep on open water, 
and in order to keep from drifting shore 
ward, and therefore into the danger zone, 
they paddle constantly with one foot, so 
that the body is always circling round the 
chosen sleeping area. The sloths sleep 
suspended by their feet, with the head 


‘ tucked in between their forelegs. The no 


less remarkable African pottos, or slow 


lemurs, assume a similar pose, but they at- 


tach themselves to a vertical instead of a 
horizontal bough, so that the body rests 
with the head upward. No animal except 
man ever sleeps on its back. 

It is commonly believed that some an- 
mals never sleep, but that is because they 
do not close their eyes. ‘Hares, snakes and 
fishes are creatures of this sort, but all 
of them do sleep regularly. Whales and 
their kin are often spoken of as sleepless 
creatures, for it is supposed that if they 
lost consciousness they would. promptly 
drown. As a rule darkness induces sleep, 
but with many creatures—bats and owls, 
for example—the opposite is the case. That 
reversal of the natural order has been 
brought about by the nature of the animal's 
feeding habits. 

It is difficult to say where sleep begins 
and we shall perhaps be near the truth 
if we regard it as universal among living 
things. In the case of plants, it is caused 
by darkness, save for certain bacteria and 
fungi which grow under the cover of night. 

All the organs of life rest in some way 
or other. The heart has an interval of rest 
between each combined act of contraction 
and expansion and the beginning of 3 
fresh act. Between each expiration of the 
lungs and the succeeding inspiration there 
Physiologists have 


about one-fourth of the time. 
Certain of the other organs suspend 


their activity in part during sleep. Old 


physiologists supposed that sleep was 
caused by the pressure of the blood on 
brain. But modern physiology, with a 
dency to regard the blood as the origin 
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clines to the view that sleep is ca

Some Hypotheses. 


A STUDY OF THE MYSTERIES OF SL

Pitt was a sound sleeper, and slept night 
after night in the House of Commons, 
while his colleagues watched the debate 
and roused him when it was necessary that 
he should speak. 

By certain aboriginal people, sleep is 
regarded as sacred. Among the native 
tribes of the Philippines, for example, one 
of the rudest acts, in their eyes, is to step 
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th them, a very solemn matter. They 
g objections to waking anyone, 
being that during sleep the soul 
from the body and may not have 
return if the slumber be suddenly 
Should one call upon a native and 
told that he is asieep the caller may as 
depart. To get a servant to rouse 
one he must be given the strictest orders. 
At the time for the awakening, the man 
will stand by the sleeper’s side ahd call: 
“Senor, Senor,” repeatedly, each time more 
loudly than „ until the slumberer is 
half awake. Then, returning to the lower 
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climax of our powers from one- 
third one-half of our whole life is spent 
in sleep, and in our infancy nearly all our 
time is given to it. Yet, strange to say, 
while every human being from the begin- 
has known sleep from actual expert- 
no man can accurately define or ex- 
it. 


It cannot be wholly fatigue that induces 
sleep, else why should the feeble octoge- 
narian sleep least and the infant, who does 
nothing in particular, sleep many times as 
much as his grandparents? Even modern 
science is most vague on this baffling sub- 
ject and finds no better use for it than 
“the repair of wasted tissues.” . 

Research with the microscope unques- 
tionably proves that fatigue, in some de- 
gree, at least, exhausts and vitiates the 
nerve cells, while rest and sleep appear to 
restore them to the normal. When Lord 
Brougham returned home after his brilliant 
and exhaustive defense of Queen Caroline 
he retired at once to bed almost in a state 
of collapse and gave orders that he was not 
to be disturbed on any account, no mat 
ter how long he should sleep. His Lord- 
ship’s house servants obeyed, Dut their, 
amazement grew into positive terror when 
the young advocite’s “nap” had prolonged 
itself forty-tight hours. Brougham’s 
physician afterward declared this marvel- 
ous sleep was nature’s own remedy for re- 
lieving a terrible mental strain and had 
certainly warded off some serious brain dis- 
order 
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But, then, every one of us at least knows 
the wonderful recuperative value of a long 
sleep, and yet all this time digestion, res- 
piration and many other vital functions are 
in full power, just as in the waking hours. 
Only the senses and the higher cerebral 
manifestations are less active. 

It seems clear that we need more than 
three or four times as much nourishment 
while awake as when asleep. And yet we 
awake in the morning without either hun- 
ger or faintness such as invariably accom- 
pany a long waking fast. Moreover, the 
first morning meal is ordinarily the lightest 


of the day, with people free to consult their 


own tastes in these matters. 

How shall we explain this great dis- 
crepancy in the action of the stomach by 
day and by night? It is no answer to say 
that we work by day, hence waste and 
hunger; for the same craving for food dur- 
ing the day is experienced by a person tak- 
ing little or no physical exercise as by the 
bricklayer, foundryman, or other workman 
engaged in the harder mental toil. 

Obviously, then, a condition of things has 
been superinduced in sleep which involves 
not only a discontinuance of intercourse 
with the world, but a positive suspengion 
of some of the sternest exactions of our 
nature. 

There is another result of deep sleep 
which ig seldom remarked. Lie down upon 
a bed or couch, and however tired you may 
you will rarely remain in one position 
long if you be awake. At frequent intervals 
you feel an impulse to turn over or move 
your limbs to relieve what has become an 
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quietly for many hours without moving, en- 
cept for involuntary respiration. Nor, 
when you awake will you experience any 


_discomfort «ven in that part of the body 
which has borne the most pressure, such 


as would not be contentedly endured for 
five minutes when awake. 

Indeed, not only will there be no sense 
of pain or discomfort, but rather one of posi- 
tive refreshment. It is said, among the 
myriad theories of sleep, that this condi- 
tion is merely “the assertion of the lower 
or vegetative consciousness,” and further 
that if the higher intellectual consciousness 
could hold permanent sway, sleep would 
cease altogether. 


The length of time a man can preserve 
his mental faculties without sleep varies 
with the individual constitution, But the in- 
evitable result is delirium before many days. 
The Chinese punish certa‘n flagrant crimi- 
nals by a system of diabolical teasing so as 
to prevent sleep altogether, and this is re- 
garded with the utmost_horror even by the 
most hardened criminals. 


One hypothesis as co the cause of sleep 
is that it is a pofsoning or intoxication 
brought about by the waste in progress in 
the animal.organism. Yawning, stretching, 
and the inclination to yawn are symptoms 
of poisoning or intoxication. There are cer- 
tain chemical poisons whose action induces 
sleep, just as there are microbes that pro- 
duce poisons that cause sleep. It is reason- 
able to suppose that some narcotic sub- 
stance is accumulated during the waking 
condition, when all the acts of the normal 
man are ordered by the brain; and that the 
same substance is eliminated during sleep. 
Man sleeps at night because night is the 
time of calm, of silence, of the sleep of the 
greater part of nature. 

“Sleep,” a poet has said, “is the first 
delicacy of the banquet of life.” Animals 
that can resist hunger for lengthy periods 


will soon succumb if deprived of sleep. th 


Certain creatures have been known to fast 
forty days; no animal has gone ten nights 
and days without sleep. Sick persons and 
nervous people who believe that they get 
no sleep deceive themselves; no matter how 
watchfal their vigils, there are moments 


when the brain loses consciousness. 


Nothing is more variable than the indi- 
vidual need of sleep. In the same family 
may be found persons who thrive on three 
or four hours of sleep, while others need 
to sleep eight or nine hours. Napoleon, as 
above pointed out, slept when he wished to 
sleep and when he found time to sleep. 
Doctors hold the view that infants require 
from sixteen to twenty hours of sleep; that 
until the sixth year a child needs to sleep 
from eleven to fifteen hours. From the sixth 
to the eleventh year from nine to eleven 
hours’ sleep are sufficient for the child of 
normal health. 

Sleep is not equally sound throughout the 
night. It is soundest during the first three 
hours, the maximum of intensity being the 
second hour. The first sleep is, or ought 
to be, sacred. It should not be disturbed in 
any way. In the middle of the night 
the sleep is less sound. Toward morning it 
deepens again: but it is always lighter then 
than during the first three hours. 

It appears that there is no physiological 
reason for concluding that either night or 
the morning sleep is the more healthful. 
Children are, generally, night-sleepers; 


re 
enough for him and for any other man whe 
works with his brain i stead of his hands. 
‘were is no doubt that e can do more with 
the two halves of his brain on four hours’ 
slumber than most men can with their 
cranium after refreshing them with a ten- 
hour sleep. 

Napoleon slept four hours, no more and 
no less. In the midst of his greatest cam- 
paigns he snatched that much sleep under 
the gung of opposing armies, and when safe 
in his own capital he slept no more. 

Doubtless there are heavy workers and 
gross eaters, men who tear down much 
bodily tissue in hard toil and who need nina, 
ten and even more hours of sleep. It is a 
question with them of giving the body time 
eaough to build anew what has been torn 


wn. 
The brain-worker rarely requires so much 
sleep. it seems easier to repair the worn 
brain tissue than the exhaisted muscles. 
The average citizen teelc that he has been 
terribly abused when he fails to get at 
least eight hours good, sound sleep every 
night. He lets all the family hear about 
it, and it is his standing excuse for anything 
that may go wrong during the day. Stu- 
dents of the sleep question have often 
pointed out that there is just as much like 
lihood of the average man getting too much 
sleep as there is of his getting too little. 


Col. Mosby’s Peculiarities. 

[Washington Post:] “The late Col. John 
S. Mosby differed from many military men, 
in that instead of being pleased at being 
given a higher designation than he was 
properly entitled to, the conferring of the 
higher title was extremely obnoxious to 
him,” remarked Henry D. Rose of Norfolk, 
Va., at the Raleigh. “People who thought 
to please him by calling him genera! instead 
of finding favor invoked upon themselves 
2 resentment of the old partisan chief. 1 
never was a general, sir,’ | heard him once 
say with great warmth to a young Virginian 
who thus addressed him. ‘I am Col. Mosby, 
and I never attained any higher rank than 
colonel, so please don't call me general.“ 

“As brave a spirit as ever lived, the old 
warrior was full of eccentricities. One of 
his peculiarities was his persistent declina- 
tion to attend any of the reunions of Mos 
by’s. men. He probably gloried in the fact 
that these reunions were held, but no 
amount of persuasion could get him to be 
present.

OT long ago we drove into one of 


those straggling desert towns con-

We went to a deserted tent-house for the 
night, and as we threw our blankets down 
we coughed and sneezed in the clouds 
which enveloped us. Everywhere, dust, 
dust, dust! 

I remember dreaming during my fitful 
sleep that the wind soughed through the 
sugar pines and that I bathed my blistered 
face in the cool waters of a mountain 
stream. I awoke to find a torn strip of 
canvas flapping in the sand-laden air and 
tears running down my cheeks from my 
sun-infamed eyes. Somehow the night 
passed. 

We were warned against starting. It was 
time for storms, and no automobile hai 
been through for weeks. We figured it 
could not be worse than remaining in the 
town, nor more severe than that which we 
had already passed through. We figured

Daylight did not come in a burst of brazen 
glory with a round, red sun climbing over 
the hills. Instead a gray dawn, changing 
to a murky pinkish haze as the sun tried to 
fight its way through the swirling clouds of 
dust.

It must have been some time before we 
both remarked a subtle change in the at- 
mosphere. The calm still prevailed, but 
the air seemed dead, burnt out. The sky 


appeared to have changed from the pale, 
measureless blue to a greener shade. The 
sun still shot its blistering rays with un- 
diminished strength, but instead of gold had 
changed to burnished copper. The horizon 
on both sides and in front showed no 
change. We stopped. The dust raised by 
our passage gradually settled. 

Far behind us, mounting the horizon, was 
a small dense cloud of dark gray. As it 
rose higher it seemed to pull with it from 
the pocket beyond the edge of the world a 
gray blanket of a lighter shade. On came 
the cloud with its trailing blanket spreading 
larger behind it. The distant hills wers 
wiped away as by a mighty sponge. We 
had heard of this before—we knew it for 
what it was—a monster sandstorm of the 
desert. 

The storm was traveling fast, centering 
toward us. We turned the car so as to 
present a broadside to it. With an eye on 
its swift approach we worked quickly, 
throwing off the bulkier portion of our load. 
These we stacked on the ground along the 
exposed side of the machine. We hurriedly 
dug out a burrow beneath the car, throwing 
the sand from the excavation to both front 
and rear.

In an article in the current number of the 
Ohio Archaeological and Historical Society 
on early religious movements in the Musk- 
ingum Valley, Prof. C. L. Martzolff credits 
Christopher Gist with first preaching the 
gospel in the central part of the State.

Op his celebrated jour- 
ney, to spy out the land for the benefit of 
the First Ohio company in the winter of 
1751, he finds himself with a motley com- 
pany of trappers, traders and Indians at the 
junction of the Walhonding and the Tusca- 
rawas rivers. It Is Christmas Day, and 
while he is not an ordained minister and 
never studied theology, be proceeds to hold 
services in accordance with the Episcopalian 
Book of Prayer, which he had brought all 
the way from the Yadkin in his knapsack. ~ 

“He also sought to explain, according to 
his.own words, the ‘doctrine of salvation, 
faith and good works,’ seemingly much to 
the satisfaction if not to the edification of 
his miscellaneous congregation. At least, 
we are led to the belief that Christopher 
Gist would have made quite as much of a 
success as a missionary as he did as trav- 
ler, writer and diplomat. For the Indians 
were immensely pleased. They wanted Gist 
to live with them and to baptize them. 

“They promised never again to listen to 
the French priests, and the lay preacher 
had a hard time explaining that he was not 
a minister.” 

New Zealand Bee-keeping. 

[Consular Report:] Honey bees were 
introduced to New Zealand in 1839. Modern 
methods of bee-keeping were introduced in 
1878, principally from the United States. 
The industry is now supported by New 
Zealand laws and regulations. In 1906 the 
government established an experimental 
aplary, where between forty and fifty stu- 
dents are trained annually. 

According to law, no common box hives 
are allowed in this dominion, writes Con- 
sul-General Alfred A. Winslow, Auckland. 
The hive most used is the American “Lang- 
stroth.” It would seem that here should 
be a fine opening for bee-keeping supplies. 
Algo it would seem wise for American 
makers of such wares to get in touch with 
the bee-keeping associations. 

Since 1907 disease among bees has been 
kept under control, and the business in 
general is prosperous, with the result that 
in 1915 there was in the dominion 11,200 
bee-keepers, who owned 72,340 hives, with 
an estimated production valued at $250,000. 
it is expected the output will be doubled 
within three or four years. 

During the year 224,000 pounds of honey 
were exported to England, and it is antict- 
pated that this trade will be more than 
doubled during 1916. All honey is inspect- 
ed and graded by government experts be 
fore it is allowed to be exported.

„ indeed, many corporations of any 

character, has had such a romantic 
history as the Bank of England, affectionate- 
ly known in Great Britain as “The Old Lady 
of Threadneedle Street.” More than once 
the “Old Lady” has held the fate of the 
British empire in her hands, and very re 
‘cently Britain has had much to thank her 
for, especially the way she averted an eco- 
nomic panic at the outbreak of the present 
war. 


The founder of this bana was a Scotch 
buccaneer. William Paterson is said at one 
stage of his career to have controlled every 
privateer that sailed the Spanish Main, and 
to have laid the foundation of his fortune 
in the slave trade.. With these funds and 
his share of the gold found on a sunken 
Spanish galleon, £100,000, Paterson, who 
had been exiled to Holland by James II. 
financed in part the famous expedition 
across the Boyne by the Prince of Orange. 

it was shortly after the accession of Wil- 
nam III that there was broached the first 
plan for the creation of a national bank. 
Those who have recorded the “inside his- 
tory” of the times seem to entertain no 
doubt that, while the King was the moving 
spirit of the scheme, the man really neces- 
sary to the realization thereof was this 
Paterson. He was the official mouthpiece 
at weekly meeting of the noted group 
of known as the “Wednesday 
Club.”

The Duchess of Marlborough hesitated 
not.

It 
was an order on the Bank of England for 
the payment of £700,000. The agent was 
instructed to take this check to the Bank 
of England, and to say that if it hesitated 
for a single instant in paying if the Duchess 
of Moriborough would proclaim it as a de 
faulter.

About the year 1819 a great outcry was 
raised against the Bank of England for not 
adopting a style of note that could not be 
imitated and at the same time prevent 
the sacrifice of life which at that period was 
common, the punishment for forgery being 
death. The subject at last became so press- 
ing that the government appointed com- 
missioners to investigate the cause of the 
numerous forgeries, and to ‘ascertain 
whether a mode could be devised whereby 
the forging of bank notes might be pre- 
vented. 

Previous to this investigation the directors 
of the bank had been endeavoring to rem- 
edy the evil, many plans having been sub- 
mitted to them, all of which they were 
obliged to reject. 

The bank placed before the commission- 
ers no fewer than 180 different projects that 
had been recommended for adoption, and 
seventy varieties of paper made by way of 
experiment. The result of all this labor was 
the peculiar, characteristic note of today. 

The color of the paper is most peculiar 
and cannot be imitated exactly by counter 
feiters except at great expense. The com- 
bined thinness and strength of the paper 
are also unique. It is made in sheets large 
enough for two notes. Each note before it 
is sized weighs about 18 grains and then, 
if doubled. it is strong enough to suspend 
a weight of thirty-aix pounds. 

The texture of the paper is also peculiar. 
It has a crisp feel invariably the same and 
such that bank clerks of experience can 
readily detect forgeries by this test alone. 
Then the wire mark, impressed by the mak- 
ing of a frame costly to make and difficult 
to use, is practically inimitable. 


In 1784 “Old Patch,” the crooked son of 
an old clothes man,” robbed the Old Lady 
of Threadneedle street of £200,000 by 
means of forged notes, and he had so many 
imitators that a staff of seventy clerks were 
kept busy detecting them. 

The Old Lady's diary is crowded with 
similar sensationdl and romantic events. 
When, for instance, In “the 45,“ Prince 
Charlie's rebel army had straggled as far 
south as Derby, such was the general panic 
that the bank was mobbed by anxious 
crowds, demanding money for their notes. 
Payment was not refused, it is said, but 
the bank engaged a small army of agents 
to present notes for which they were paid 
in sixpence, the agents going out of one 
door with their silver and bringing it back 
by another, so that bonafide holders of notes 
could not get near enough to present them. 

At the present time the Bank of England 
is a private stock institution, in which the 
liability of each stockholder is limited to 
the amount of his holdings. The affairs of 
the bank are directed by a governor and 
a deputy governor, who are chosen annually 
from among the directors, and generally 
serve for two years in succession. The 
directors number twenty-four, and are chos- 
en from among the partners in leading mer- 
cantile and merchant banking firms in the 
city of London. Directors generally serve 
for life, but must be re-elected annually by 
the stockholders or proprietors, as they are 
called. The “Court of the Bank of England“ 
—which means the governors directors 
—meets every Thursday at 11:9 and it is 
at these meetings that alterations in the 
official bank rate are made. The bank has 
two branches in London and nine in the 
country. | 

The Bank of England enjoys practically 
& monopoly of the power to issue gold and 
paper money. The paper money is manu- 
factured in Ireland and printed on the Lon- 
don premises in Threadneedle street. Gold 
coin is struck off in the royal mint in Lon- 
don trom gold bullion supplied by the bank, 
no charge being made for the minting. 

From these two privileges the Bank of 
England enjoys no direct revenue, but, of 
course, the prestige is extremely valuable 
to it. The bank also prints all the Indian 
rupee notes and all postal orders and old- 
age pension notes. 

It is absolutely the bank of the British 
government. It has charge of all the var 
ous governmént accounts. The total de- 
posits of the government vary considerably, 
especially in these times. Under act of 
Parliament the management of the national 
debt is intrusted to the bank. 

. When, as above stated, William of Orange 
came to the English throne, he found it im- f 
possible to get the necessary funds with 
which to carry on the government. Accord- 
ingly, he sought assistance from private 
persons, and it was agreed that there must 
be found an immediate loan of £1,500,000, 
and that in return there should be granted 
a charter for conducting a bank in which 
many persons could hold a share of the 
capital, but be responsible only for the 
amounts of the shares which they held. De 
spite the great opposition in Parliament to 
the proposed charter, the legislators finally 
gave way in view of the serious condition 
of the country’s finances. So, under the 
style of the “Governor and Company of the 
Bank of England,” the present famous in- 
stitution came into existence in the year 
1694, -

Its outer doors are so finely balanced 
that a clerk, by pressing a knob under his 
desk, can close them instantly, and they 
cannot be opened again except by a special 
mechanism.

“What would such terms of peace as 
would be satisfactory to England mean to 
Burope as a whole?” I asked. 

“In thinking about that.” Mr. Bryce re- 
plied, “take as your text Asquith's now-fa- 
mous speech in which he said: ‘England 
will never sheathe the sword till Belgium 
has recovered all and more than all she 
has lost, till the frontiers of France have 
been secured, till the liberties of the smaller 
nationalities of Europe have been placed 
upon an unassailable foundation, and all 
the military domination of Prussia be com- 
pletely and finally overthrown.’ 


“The smaller states might indeed break 
away under defeat—some of them don't love 
Prussia—but the effect of defeat might be 
to consolidate, not to dissolve, the empire. 

“If there were a revolution I believe com- 
paratively easy terms of peace might be 
granted, for the people might rush to rid 
themselves of a system which has produced 
such results. 

‘But if there be no revolution how are we 
to stop the perpetual menace to the’ peace 
of the world—for America’s turn would 
come next?

Future Friendéhip Between Allies. 


“What will this war do?” I asked, “toward 
cementing friendly relationships between 
the nations of the allies?” 

“This war has done much toward drawing 
England, France, Italy and Russia together,” 
Mr. Bryce replied. “Questions, of course, 
may arise when peace comes to be made, 
but they should not be very difficult of 
adjustment. There is abundant and indeed 
ever-growing good feeling between all the 
allies. 

“But the British are very popular in 
France, as the French are in England. Here 
is an instance. A well-known French writer 
has a villa on the Seine near Paris past 
which British convalescent soldiers are 
taken in boats on the way down the river. 
When the boats approach she is always 
called out by the village children to present 
flowers to the British soldiers. 

“There never has been any feeling of 
antagonism between the people of Russia 
and those of Britain. I always have liked 
travel in Russia. The people are indeed 
backward, but they have spiritual ideals and 
a sympathetic nature. Now that we have 
more points of contact we Shall come to 
know one another better. 

“I believe that Italy and France, after 


the machinations of Germany, the victims of 
strained relations at various times In the 
past, will be closer financially, industrially 
and in every other way than ever they have 


been before. After the war I am sure that. 


much more French capital will go into Italy. 
There is already a great deal there. 


“Both commercial and financial relation- 
ships will be closer among all the allied 
countries, and that will mean closer social 
relationships. Even now the French are 
studying English. For forty-five years every 
army officer in France has learned German. 
After the war there will be far more learn 
ing of English. Already the close? financial 
relations are shown by the opening of sev- 
eral English banks in Paris. And there are 
many signs of a similar drawing together 
of Italy and Great Britain. 

“The only danger one can see to a last- 
ing peace is Germany, unless revolution or 
exhaustion prevents her from preparing for 
another war. Europe may have to endure 
an increasing burden of armaments. As 
Germany respects no treaties, there is noth- 
ing for it but to be ready to fight her. 

“And adequate discussion of the political 
arrangements which will come after the 
war would need a book by itself. How they 
will be worked out, no one can predict at the 
moment. Guesswork ig futile. 

“In England at the present moment the 
signe are very hopeful. There is no division 
of our house against itself. The people are 
even more resolved upon winning the War 
than the government. The much-talked-of 
opposition of labor to compulsory service 
has proved to have no foundation. This and 
the Merthyr election have shown the Inde 
pendent Labor party and the Union of Demo- 
cratic Control to be feeble folk, and the na- 
tion as solid for fighting to a finish. It will 
have nothing to do with an inconclusive 
peace.”

“Britain feels 
no jealousy of the United States, nor is she 
suspicious of her. : 

“At the time of the reciprocity negotia- 
tions between the United States and Can- 
ada a few years ago there was an attempt 
on the part of a noisy but insignificant sec 
tion of the Tories to make party capital of 
the pretense that reciprocity would be in- 
jurious to Great Britain, but it being recog- 
nized by all sensible people that the matter 
was one for Canada itself to decide the at- 
tempt received no support from the Tory 
parties as a whole, and there wag no feel- 
ing whatever against the United States 
in the minds of any one. 

“The only thing which any Briton feels 
that he has even a sentimental right to 
criticise in the action of your country dur- 
ing this war is that you did not take up 
a stronger attitude when the atrocities be- 
gan in Belgium. Of course, also there are 
those of us who have wondered somewhat 
at your patience in regard to the Lusitania 
and Sussex outrages and those other out- 
rages which went between and bave fol- 
low them where your own citizens have suf- 
fered. 


Difficulties Beset Our Course. 


“But in regard to these matters even the 
least responsible writers for the British 
press have tried to realjze the situation 
in which circumstances place you. Every 
where the most comprehensive allowances 
have been made for the undeniable difficul- 
ties by which you have found yourselves 
surrounded. 

“We recognize the complications which 
confront you as the natural result of the 
presence in your country of a large German 
element, which, under the conditions of 
your Constitution, and doubtless in the re 
spect and regard of your citizens, is as 
much entitled to respectful hearing as any 
one else. We know, too, that you have 
been much troubled by the situation to 
southward of your southern border. The 
Mexican affair, of course, has kept you in 
a constant state of speculation as to whether 
or not you might have really to take on the 
job of pacifying a thoroughly disorganized 
people there. 

“Personally, I am sorry that Mr. Wilson 
did not recognize Huerta, and I am sure 
that most Enclishmen feel as 1 do. British 
capital has built nearly all the Mexican 
railways, and these and other British finan- 
cial interests have suffered much as the re- 
sult of American inaction. We find our- 
selves continually asking the question as 
we count our losses if Huerta could have 
been any worse than those who have fol- 
lowed him. 

“You see, I am massing at the beginning 
of our talk all the real or suggested criti- 
cism of America which has been made in 
this country. 

“In the main, I believe most Englishmen 
believe that, in view of the great difficulties 
which have surrounded you, you have been 
as fair with us as has been possible, al- 
though, as I already have intimated, it is 
hard for us to understand why you might 
not have acted as the leader of the other 
neutral nations in a protest sufficiently 
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strong to have convinced Germany that the 
atrocities committed by her troops, violat- 
ing as they do all the usages of civilized 
warfare and the conventions to which she 
herself was a party, could not be tolerated 
by humanity in the twentieth century. 

“The ideas shadowed in Sir Edward 
Grey’s speech on the arbitration treaty of 
closer relationships between the United 
States and Great Britain possibly develop- 
ing into an alliance of the two great Eng- 
iMsh-speaking peoples for the furtherance of 
peace, liberty and civilization throughout 
the world met with a warm and universal 
response from all parties in the House of 
Commons. Of his many fine utterances, it 
was welcomed as the noblest in spirit and 
most far-reaching in influence.” 


Would not Go with Japan Against Us. 


I called Mr. Bryce’s attention to com- 
ment which has been made in the United 
States upon the AngloJapanese alliance, 
especially directing his notice to opinion 
which has been expressed upon the Pacific 
Coast. I then asked him if he regarded 
such talk as important, and ff it could be 
considered a possibility that in the event 
of. war ween the United States and 
Japan and would line up with Japan 
as the result of her alliances in this Euro- 
pean war. 

“War between the United States and 
Great Britain is inconceivable,” was the 
distinguished Parliamentarian’s very prompt 
reply. “We have not the slightest thought,” 
he continued, “that war between the United 
States and Japan will ever occur. 

“England has learned much about your 
country in late years. Your altruistic en- 
trance into the Spanish war and your equal- 
ly altruistic course afterward made clear to 
us the strength of unselfishness in your na- 
tional character; but there are other things 
which have impressed not only us but the 
rest of the world with the sense of your 
ability to rise to great emergencies. 

The Japanese-American situation never 
has been discussed in relation to eur policy 
in this war, either in public or privaté. 
Personally I do not know the Japanese. 
For many years, however, I was in Burma 
at the head of a great foresting business, 
and while thus engaged I*came into fre- 
quent and close contact with the Chinese. 
Chinese Wonderful Business Men. 


“Burmese men are not good business peo- 
ple. Their women are, however, and attend 
to most important affairs. The Chinese, as 
} saw them in Burma, have remarkable bus, 
ness qualities. They seem to be almost 
American in their breadth of business 
vision, establishing branch houses at great 
distances from their headquarters. 

“It may be that they have some ideas 
which even the Americans might consider 
with profit. One of them, it occurs to me, 
is that which leads them to take boys into 
the employ of these great concerns, de 
ducting from their wages (when they have 
found them worthy) small sums weekly 
which are credited to them and which pres 
ently reach aggregates sufficient to make 
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it possible to take them in as small partners 
in branch houses. 

“Thus is established in the minds of 
many employees the impulse of self-interest 
in the success of the business as a whole, 
and from this all sides gain. has been 
thirty or forty years since there has been 
any trouble with the Chinese Burma. 
Before that, in Burma, and even Sin- 
gapore, there was some trouble, but 
in connection with disputes between 
Chinese guilds—they were not of a 
nature or with the government. 

“At the time when the Japanese alliance 
was concluded there was doubt as to its 
wisdom in the minds of many, especially in 
view of the then policy of the Australasian 
governments in the matter of alien immi- 
gration. 


Australasia and the Japanese. 


“I don’t know what the feeling in Aus 

tralasia on that point is at present, but 
whatever it may be it could not fail, now 
that the magnificent rally of the overseas 
dominions to the empire has drawn them 
so much closer to us, to have a profound 
effect on feeling in Great Britain. 
* “There lies, you see, a reason for very 
careful thought upon the part of the home 
government with regard to the American- 
Japanese situation—a reason which might 
naturally lead Great Britain to do every- 
thing within the bounds of possibility to 
prevent trouble between the United States 
and Japan. I am sure that if any idea 
should arise here that the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance is likely to harm relationships at 
present existing between Great Britain and 
the United States there would be a feeling 
of very deep and universal regret. And if 
this alliance be considered as an influence 
hostile .to the manifold other influences, 
old and new, trending toward increasing 
strong friendship between the United States 
and Great Britain it would weigh as an 
ounce weight against fifty tons. 


“Great difficulties undoubtedly lie in the 


way of such an eventuality, but still it oc- 

*curs to me that after the war some kind of 
an understanding, or, as it is the fashion 
to call it, Entente,“ may be devised which 
will link Great Britain and the United 
States at least for defense. That would 
seem to be a rational thought, for such close 
relationships between the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations would tend, whether 
or not the co-operation extended beyond 
that point, into fiscal relationship, toward 
the preservation of the world’s peace and, 
therefore, toward the promotion of the 
world’s progress. 

“Commercial and financial cointerests, 
blood, community of language, literature 
and ideals of civilization and progress all 
tend toward a strong Anglo-American friend- 
ship, and could not fail powerfully to affect 
the attitude of Great Britain in the case of 
trouble arising between the United States 
and Japan. 

“Perhaps I should not emphasize the blood 
tle too strongly because of the admix- 
ture of European blood other than English 
which has occurred in the United State. 
but even when we consider this we know 
that the strong old New England influence 
has been powerful enough to have a vital 
effect even upon your continental born and 
descended citizenship. 

“It seems to me that it must serve as a 
substratum worth considering beneath the 
Scandinavian, the Slav, the Italian and all 
other bloods in the States, even the Ger- 
man, which tends, I understand, to become 
in the second generation true American. 

“IT suppose this ig a bold assumption for 
one who does not know America very well, 
but it seems fair to assume that even those 
of blood at present inimical te England 
have been influenced toward human liberty 
by your schools and your newspapers and 
do not doubt that the British side—the al- 
lies’ side—in the present war in the side 
of human liberty. 

Wars Caysed by Commerce. 


“There is every possible reason for peace 
and co-operation between Great Britain and 
the United States, and no reason for enmity. 
Take the question of commerce. Some- 
times the commercial rivairies have been 
the cause of wars, as apparently they are 
in the present war so far as Germany is 
concerned, although they never should be, 
of course. You will admit, with me; that it

is inconceivable that the United States 
Great Britain should to war over 
question of commerce.“ 

„J have always thought that so far as 
Great Britain was concerned the best thing 
would be for her to remain free trade. with 
the other great industrial countries kept 
to protection, and I remember Senator 
Evarts being astonished when Mr. Glad- 
stone in conversation said that if the United 


and 
any 


trade a heavy blow, at least at first, would 


be inflicted on British trade. 


“I always have thought the United States 
to be our most worthy commercial competi- 
tor, but I cannot see why commercia) compe- 
tition should arouse political antagonism 
between two nations whose ideals are the 
same—for freedom. Surely what we both 
wish is that each should do that which it 
can do best; surely each is willing to yield 
the palm to the other in fields where that 
other is superior. 


No War Between England and America. 


“I cannot force my imagination to the 
point of dreaming out an occasion which 
fan result in a conflict of arms by either 
the United States or England in an effort 
to force the sale of goods. 


“Cobden and Bright, the @reat free trad- 
ers of 1840, believed free trade to be the 
universal civiliger. And so it ought to be. 
But people here have begun to talk about 
the prospects of a commercial conflict. with 
Germany after the war ends, which, they 
say, will be in its way as severe as the 
present armed conflict. 

“I think fiscal arrangements should be 
admitted to be matters of convenience, not 
of principle, and the only question is 
whether we can carry on a trade war with- 
out hurting ourselves more than we hurt 
Germany. 

“But such a war may have to be waged 
in self-defense if by 1 Germany can be 
hindered from regaining.strength to renew 
the armed conflict for the universal domi- 
nation at which she aims. It is by insidious 
and unscrupulous methods of trade penetra- 
tion that she has gathered her strength for 
the present war, and at the same time forced 
France, Russia, Italy, as well as Great Brit- 
ain and her overseas dominions, to set their 
teeth in a firm resolve to have none of such 
penetration in the future. 

“We could not expect that the United 
States would come in with us unless Ger- 
many gave her very cause, which it 
must be admitted she sometimes seemed 
to be upon the verge of doing. 

“All that some of us did expect was that 
‘your country would take up sonfe dignified 
method of protest against German methods 
as being contrary to recognized usages »’ 
war and the Hague conventions, to which 
she was a party. Germany has balked at 
nothing. Yet you have said no positive 
word, although her agreement to avoid out- 
rages of the sort was made as much with 
you as with us. | 

“One must be sure, however, in referring 
to what has to some seemed to be the in- 
excusable American dalliance with Ger 
many, to state that England as a whole 
has been aware of the difficulties surround- 
ing American action in this matter. 


Don't Want America in the War. 

“Of course here are many reasons why 
we don't wish America to join the war, just 
as there may be some reasons why it might 
be better if she did. For one reason against 
her joining it, we find the fact that we do 
not wish to lose the splendid services of 
American diplomatic representatives in 
German and Austrian countries, which have 
been of immense advantage to us. 

“We have done nothing whatever in our 
treatment of German prisoners which cofild 
be mistaken for retaliation. Gertian officers 
in our hands have their own servants, their 
own cooks, fires in their rooms and are 
made comfortable in every respect, while 
there can be no complaint about our treat- 
ment of the German private soldiers. of 
which we are holding thousands, 

“We know that German treatment of Brit- 
ish prisoners has often been crue! in the 
extreme, and as a rule harsh, but we have 
not allowed that to influence us. The French 
have acted on what I consider a more sensi- 
ble plan. When they learn of German m.

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OR the widest development, health and 

prosperity of poultry kept in confine- 

ment there are certain elements to 
provide that are not foods, but which, never- 
theléss, become important essentials to a 
well-balanced -ration. They are necessary 
for their chemical and physical functions, 
alding in the proper assimilation of the 
real foods, thus adding to their nutritive 
value as well as to the conservation of 
health and productivity, whether our ob 
ject is hen fruit or carcass. Chief among 
such accessories to intelligent feeding, grit, 
charcoal and ground shells occupy a fore- 
most position. If the birds are allowed wide 
and free range, they instinctively pick up 
ali these in varying degrees; but if con- 
fined to limited areas it is of the utmost 
importance that all three be available at all 
times in ome form or another. The bene- 
ficial effects of these substances to the pros- 
perity of fowl is well understood and ap- 
preciated by experienced poultrymen, and 
their several functions quite well under- 
Stood; to the novice and amateur breeder, 
es well as to the person with only a family 
flock, they are often overlooked, which may 
explain why his or her birds are not doing 
well. 

Grit, which may be of any hard sub- 
stance excepting metal, is to the hen wha! 
teeth are to the quadrupeds and human be 
ings, viz. a means of masticating food 
ready for assimilation and the physical sup 
port of the body. If the bird is without 


„the proper allowance of grit in the gizzard 


it is much like a human being without 
teeth; the unmasticated food overtaxes the 
system in assimilation and so fails to give 
the nutritive values that it should. Grit 
performs its function in the gizzard after 
passing through the craw or crop, where it 
grinds up the grain food of the bird until 
worn away and passes away as waste mat- 
ter. Fot this reason it should be of some 
hard substance; in a state of nature the 
birds select particles of gravel and coarse 
sand, while in confinement grit consists of 
crushed granite, broken crockery or earth- 
ware, gravel or even broken glass. Unless 
the hens have free access to grit their food 
is not easily digested and assimilated, be- 
ing much in the same condition it would be 
in the case of human beings with poor 
chewing or masticating facilities—it would 
be merely “bolted,” and so lead to dis- 
turbances liable to be followed by impair- 
ment of the system, and more serious trou- 
ble. Allowing for these considerations it 
is at once obvious that the quality of 
pplied is of some importance; it m 
harder and more resistant to the rd 
of the gizzard than the grain 
that constitute an important element 
e foods of fowl. Hence it should be 
and hard. There are a number of 
sold by the supply houses, to be 
y had in three sizes, viz., fine, medium 
large. For chicks tne first mentioned 
should be used: for pullets and cockerels 
the medium, and for adult fowls the largest, 
though some breeders use the medium; the 
selection depending somewhat on breed of 
fowl one is keeping. Possibly a safe guide 
would be to give as large a size as the 
bird will consume. 


There are breeders who confound ground 
shell with grit; to a limited extent they may 
serve the same purpose, but being much 
softer they are acted on by the gastric 
juices and so “break down.” Their princt- 
pal value is in the lime and mineral salts 
they may supply. These vary more or less 
in different kinds of shell, and also whether 


mineral matter, crushéd bone and limestone 
grit are also recommended.

A PAIR OF SILVER POLISH FOWL. 
Like many other breeds of our domesticated fowl, the history of the Polish is more or 


less shrouded in mystery.

but offers no data as to their origin. 


The breed has been known in France for 


a long period, from which country the Polish have found their way into England, the 


United States and Canada.

In the last three mentioned countries they have been 
sparingly, being a fancier's bird rather than one appealing to the 


commercial breeder. The hens are rated as good layers of large sized, white-shelled 


eggs, in the non-sitting classes. For table uses 


they average with any of the 


Mediterraneans, carrying considerable breast meat of good quality and fine flavor. 
In the body, the Polish is long and deep: back somewhat flat and also long: breast 
prominent; wings large; neck long and broad where it joins the body; head me- 
dium and completely covered by the crest. There are four varieties, viz.: Golden“ 
Silver, White and Chamois; of these the Silver and Golden ame the most popular. 
Standard weights are: Cocks, 5% to 6% pounds, hens 4 to 5 pounds. Polish are 
in large measure birds of feather, and when bred at their best, are unquestionably 
one of the handsomest breeds that grace thé poultry yards of the fancier-breeder. 


portance of keeping a good supply of shell 
and ground bone before the laying hens 
at all times. Obviously, it is not so im- 
portant with chicks, but pullets about to 
commence laying should be supplied, while 
laying hens should never be without. 

Charcoal as a portion of a daily ration 
is valuable for its chemical and physical 
action on the system, and as a preventive 
of serious allments. It in no way enters 
into the manufacture of hen fruit, and may 
be fed as a powder or in cubes about the 
size of ordinary peas or kernels of corn 
and should be available (placed in some 
form of vessel or hopper) to the birds at all 
times. For chicks it may be given in the 
powdered state in the soft food. Intestinal 
allments often have their origin in polluted 
drinking water, stale or sour foods, colds, 
etc., which set up a form of fermentation 
throwing off obnoxious gases. These are 
readily taken up by the capacity of char- 
coal for absorbing them, thus preventing 
further contamination. By its physical 
action, being mildly scouring, it acts as a 
cleansing agent, carrying with it impuriffes 
in the system along with the general waste 
matter. Charcoal is in no sense a “counter 
irritant.” If the bird is healthy, its effects 
are in no way negative; quite to the con- 
trary, by its cleansing properties, it insures 
the health of the bird; thus rendering it 
more immune to disease. 


Grit, ground shell and charcoal are indeed 
a trio to conjure with in the poultry yard. 
Being easily available, no poultryman 
should allow his flock to be without them, 
and especially if his birds are confined to 
Small or limited quarters.

In 
addition to the song-birds and the birds 
with beautiful plumage, pheasant culture 
possesses attracticgrs that have resulted in 
pheasantries in various parts of the coun- 
try. In this State the Fish and Game Com- 
mission has lent its material and moral 
support in an endeavor to encovrage game 
farming within certain limits. Indeed, this 
body is strongly in favor of breeding game 
in large numbers. It has expended ap- 
proximately. $75,000 in the effort to make 
game breeding an industry, and will do 
nothing to hamper the operations of legiti- 
mate breeders, no matter how small or how 
large they may be. The commission has 
given to breeders, and sold to them at far 
less than cost, several thousand dollars 
worth of pheasants and other birds, to be 
used for breeding stock. In fact, if there 
is anything the commission can do to aid 
the game breeders of California, that thing 
either has been done or will be the moment 
the need and the remedy is called to their 
attention. All of which is certainly en- 
couraging to people with a taste and an 
ambition for this sort of thing. Where con- 
ditions are right, game culture is not with- 


out its compensations, which, when in pro- 


per hands, might well be termed one 
pleasure as well as ofjprofit. 


Commercializing Egg-laying Contests. 


On a moment's reflection it will be no- 


ticed that the egg-laying contests that have 
been so pronounced a feature of Jate years, 
are invariably limited to pens consisting of 
selected hens and pullets not to exceed 
fifteen in number. These are always the 
pick of a breeder's flock, which often run 
into hundreds of individuals to select from. 
Thus the prolific specimens are the excep- 
tion and not the average of a flock or strain 
of fowl. This in a measure substantiates 
our contention that excessive fecundity be- 
yond a certain point is individual and not 
racial. To establish the commercial im- 
portance of egg-laying contests the indi- 
vidual units should be increased from pens, 
usually seven to fifteen specimens, to flocks 
of 100 and over, which could be yarded in 
blocks of about twenty-five, more or less, 
according to breed. As bearing on this

but, up to this writing, he has never had 
one to beat that record; nor has he been 
able to indace the whole 2500 trapnested 
Leghorns to lay even 200 eggs each.

rather than the intensive nfethods practiced 
in the average contest. For the most part 
these contests are held under the diréc*‘on 
of experiment stations, who pay the bills, 
and overhead charges are often overlooked, 
while the breeder must always look 
to average returns. And while it is true 
that it is perfectly feasible to increase egg 
production on the average poultry farms, 
it is also true that the egg laying contests 
have given exceptional results under ex- 
centional conditions, and hence lose much 
of their value to the average commercial 
breeder. 


Cost of Eggs Per Dozen. 


‘We wonder if any of the regular readers 
of this department have ever kept an accu- 
rate check on their poultry operations with 
a view of learning the exact cost of the 
production of a dozen of eggs? By this we 
mean to allow for every item entering the 
problem—cost of labor, feed, packing, sales- 
manship, taxes and insurance, wear and 
tear of plant, annual depreciation, interest 
on capital invested, and incidental and 
specific losses? If so, we should like to 
know the details and final figures. 

The American Poultry Journal for June 
contains two articles by commer@Mal breed- 
ers, covering substantially the above condl- 
tions, which show that in these two par- 
ticular cases the result showed a net cost 
of 26 cents in the one case and 27 cents in 
the other of each dozen eggs produced, the 
recOrd covering just a year’s operations. 
The lowest cost in both cases was during 
the month of May, vz., 11 and 12 cents; 
this was also the highest month of produc 
tion. The highest cost was in September, 
67 cents in one case, and in Degember, $1.93. 
in the other. By the law of averages, how 
do these figures compare with the exper- 
fences, of California egg farmers?

The country had 
had no rain for three months, and during 
the day previous enough rain had fallen to 
change the whole face of nature. It had 
affected this glacial clay and turned parts 
of it to the consistency of putty. Our auto- 
mobile weighed over two tons, and we had 
to go carefully where there was any ques- 
tion as to the character of the clay. At one 
wet spot we found ourselves down to the 
axies, with the wheels tied fast in the mud. 
We had to dig out the wheels and make a 
place to jack up the car. We had an ax 
and a long handled shovel with us with a 
view to such accidents, and we cut down 
trees and made a bed of branthes in front 


of the car. We put a pine track under the 
the whéels and used a pine tree as a lever 


the jack om She car owh of 


the mud. 
aig the machine out of the clay and start u 
on firm roadbed. After that we turned out 
and sought new roads through the grass, 
and rushed over the Wet spots to prevent 
the car sinking. In some places the move 
ment of the road as we went over it was 
as though we were riding over a blanket 
or rubber sheet. Those places were under- 
laid with glacial mud. 

The only salvation for a road of this kind 
is to keep it wel drained. That is what will 
ade to be don with the track of our new 
railway, and, wherever possible, the moss 
will be left on the frozen strata and the 
road built upon that. The overland trail is 
used almost altogether during the winter, 
although the Canadian government keeps it 
in such a condition that it can be used in 
the summer. It is on the whole better than 
most of Uncle Sam's roads ie Alaska, and 
in the winter it gives a regular mall service 
into the Klondike. The freight and mail 
are carried on great sleds hauled by six 
horses. There are relays at the various 
roadhouses. Each house has stables for 
the horses, and at certain places there are 
sleeping arrangements for passengers. At 
the Tahkeena roadhouse I saw a great stack 
of horse feed that had been brought up the 
Tahkeend River and cached there for the 
winter, and at the Little River roadhouse 
I saw one of the sleds used for carrying 
eggs, oranges and other perishable articles 
into the Klondike when the thermometer 
may go to 70 deg. below zero. The sled was 
a covered one, large enough to carry three 
or four tons. It was so arranged that car- 
bon heaters, like those used for carriage- 
warmers, can be placed in troughs around 
the bed of the sled. These heaters keep the 
tightly-covered load from being affected by 
frosts. These sleds are drawn by four or 
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used. 
Freight and Passenger Rates. 

The average charge for freight over the 
road is 16 cents per pound. Passengers pay 
from $75 to $80 a trip, but this does not in- 
clude their stay at the roadhouses, where 
they are charged $1.50 a meal and $2 a 
room. If nothing happens the trip is made 
‘In five days, and the roadhouse expense is 
about $30. In times past the stages car- 
ried from 500 to 1000 people a month, and 
in March, when the people were going back 
to the gold mines, two or three stages left 
White Horse every day. Just now the traf- 
fic is light. On the trip fifteen teams are 
used and three changes of horses are made 
every day, each team traveling on the 
average about twenty-two miles. 

The Oanadian government has already 
spent a good deal on the road, and its up- 
keep costs some thousands of dollars per 
annum. Within the past few years it has 
been made more and more fit for auto 
mobiles. The first time an automobile road 
was proposed, the opponents of the measure 
scoffed at the idea, and sald that it could 
not be done. The matter came up before 
the Parliament at Ottawa and it was dis- 
cussed pro and con. An appropriation of 
$50,000 had been proposed for the purpose. 
The objections were made that automobiles 
could not be run in the low temperature of 
tie Yukon, and that the road was so rough 


that the machines could never make their 


way over it. The discussion occurred in the 
midst of the winter, and while it was going 
on the Hon. George Black, who was then 
Commissioner, or Governor, of Yukon Terri- 
tory, decided to show Parliament that the 
undertaking was possible. He thereupon 
made an arrangement with C. A. Thomas, 
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The two started out, with George 
as chauffeur. They left Dawson when 
road was covered with snow, end the them 
mometer was far below zero. The long Win 
ter nights were at hand and the sun shone 
only for an hour or so every day. The dark- 
ness Was conquered, in part, by a locomotive 
headlight on the front of the car and by the 
‘side lamps. 

They made the trip to White Horse and 
return within fifty-six hours, of which thirty- 
six hours was continual running. This 
covered a.distance of 720 miles, and was an 
average speed of twenty miles an hour for 
the running time of the round trip. During 
the journey the thermometer fell to 56 
deg. below zero, but the air was dead still, 
and, wrapped up as they were in furs, they 
did not realize the cold until they came 
to a roadhouse and found that they had 
been riding through a temperature of that 
nature. 

They hei to keep the machine going, for 
a: few minutes’ rest would freeze the en- 
gine and congeal the oil. At one time they 
had to stop because their gasoline had 
given out, within twenty miles of a road- 
house which they had expected to reach. 
They had to get a dog team and send on to 
the roadhouse. While they waited the en- 
gine froze and the oil got stiff, and they 
had to build a fire under the car with wood 
from the forest before they could start off 
again. 

When they had completed the trip and 
got back to Dawson the bill for the road 
appropriation was just about coming to ac- 
tion. The news of their trip was tele 
graphed to Ottawa and the bill giving $50, 
000 for improving the road was passed.

Skidding 
round the cliffs with your heart in your 
throat, your soul full of thrills and your 
backbone chilled to the marrow! | 
These are some of the experiences I have 
just had with Herbert Wheeler, the General

of our machine from one side of the road 
to the other, and at another a great flock 
of grouse passed with a whirr over our 
heads. I am told that hunters sometimes 
bag a good lot of birds by shooting at them 
from the automobile. 

We saw all sorts of tracks as we rode 
over the trail. The woods are full of wild 
game. There are bears, brown and black; 
caribou in great numbers, and wide-antlered 
moose. There are foxes and lynx and mil- 
lions of rabbits. We passed groves of 
small trees, every one of which had been 
killed by the rabbits. They had eaten the 
bark off during the winter when the snow 
was two or three feet in depth. They would 
bite it away inch by inch as the snow melt- 
ed, and a strip of white a yard long could 
be seen girdling each tree. The bark above 
and below was dark green or brown, and 
the white strips shone out like ivory against 
the green leaves of the bushes. 


is a famous Irish cook, Jimmy. The road- 
house is made of logs. It is heated with 
stoves made of gasoline tanks of 100 gal- 
lons capacity. The tank lies on its side, 
resting on four legs made of gas pipe. A 
stovepipe is fitted into the top and a door 
is cut in one end. The result is an excel- 
lent heating arrangement, and one that 
is common in many parts of Alaska. We 
got a snack at the roadhouse and had an 
excellent dinner there upon our return. 
We crossed the Tahkeena River on a ferry 
boat attached to a cable worked by the cur- 
rent; and then rode on for miles through 
a parklike country, spotted with groves of 
pines as high as a three-story house, as 
straight as an arrow, and, branches and all, 
no bigger around than a nail keg. They 
maintained this diameter from the ground 
almost to their tops. 

I cannot describe the beauty. of these 
trees. Where they were thick we rode for 
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spotted with flowers. During this ride we 
passed great beds of fireweed, and motored 
for miles between hedges of pink flowers, 
higher than the wheels of the automobile. 
The woods where the forest fires had passed 
through were dusted with pink blossoms, 
and in the open spaces there was so much 
pink that it seemed as though Mother Na- 
ture had gone on a spree and painted 
whole country red. 

There were so many wild 
attempted to count them in an open place 
where we stopped to put on a 
had picked nineteen varieties before’ the job 
was completed. Among them were wild 
roses of bright red, buttercups as yellow as 
gold, and white flowers with petals like 
those of a forget-me-not. There were also 
blue flowers, the names of which I do not 
know, and daisies with petals of pink and 
centers as yellow as the golden bricks of 
the Klondike. 


The country along the trail is cut by miles through walls of green twenty or The mosses were especially wonderful. 
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Horse to Dawson. The chauffeur was 
“Caterpillar” Ike and the time was yester- 
day afternoon from midday to midnight. 

The overland trail begins at White Horse 
and it runs through the wilderness for a 
distance of 350 miles to the mouth of the 
Klondike. It is the short-cut across country 
from here to the gold mines, and is more 
than a hundred miles less than the way 
there by river. The road is used to carry 
mails, passengers and freight during the 
cold winter months when everything in the 
region is locked tight by Jack Frost, and 
the thermometer at times falls to 70 deg. 
below zero. 

The road has been cut right through the 
forest. It climbs over ranges of mountains; 
jt winds its way through the valleys and it 
crosses swamps, bogs and sloughs of glacial 
mud. Here it is bedded on the rock, there 
it half floats on the quicksand, upheld by 
corduroy logs. In the spring of the year the 
six-horse teams of the mail stage are often 
mired to their bellies, and have to be lifted 
from the waxy clay by a block and tackle 
attached to the trees. 

In my ride over the road we went to the 
crest of the range beyond Little River and 
then returned to White Horse to go down 
the Yukon by steamer. Our road wound 
about like a corkscrew in many parts of 
its course. As Mr. Wheeler said, it was as 
though the surveyors had laid their lines 
along the trail of a rabbit and the rabbit 
was drunk. 


A Wonderland. 


at 


The whole trip was a moving picture of 
the wonders of nature. Outside the road- 
way the country is the same as it was when 
Columbus discovered America; the same as 
when the Danes drifted down our coast, 
about 1000 A.D.—yes, I venture the same as 
when old Cheops built his first pryamid on 
the banks of the Nile. With the exception 
of several roadhouses—log huts that have 
been put up to give meals to travelers—we 
saw no sign of human habitation, and ex- 
cepting the roads, old and new, not one 
mark of human effort or work. We were in 
no danger of meeting other machines or 
farm wagons, although we might have run 
down a covey of birds instead of the usual 
chicken, or a fox or a bear in place of a 
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streams, which are the homes of beavers 
and muskrats. We saw different kinds of 
squirrels, including the gopher which, mole- 
like, burrow under the roadway. We crossed 
many such burrows, our motor car going 
down with a bump that shot our heads up 
to the roof. 


A Remarkable Bear Story. 


Upon starting out from White Horse we 
were told of a narrow escape that one of 
the clerks of the railroad had from a bear 
only last night. The man had gone out to 
a lake in the woods about five miles away 
and had caught a good bag of fish. He was 
riding home on his bicycle when a great 
black bear came out of the forest with two 
cubs at her heels. She rushed for him, 
throwing him off the bicycle. He fell near 
a dead root, and grabbed this upon rising. 
He then hit old bruin a blow on the snout, 
and before she had time to recover had 
mounted his bicycle and was speeding away. 
The bear got the fish. 

Our first stop was twenty-two miles from 
White Horse. It was at the Tahkeena road- 


dog. At one time a lynx bounded in front house on e Tahkeena River, where there

thirty feet high, and in places where the 
trees had been burned by forest fires the 
walls were of sable silver, the dead branches 
having been turned to the most exquisite 
filigree by the death of the trees. Here and 
there were great patches of fallen trees, 
making a woodyard of acres, above which 
rose the great roots in their skeleton net- 
work. 

The trees here are like those of most parts 
of interior Alaska. They grow in the thin 
soil which is underlaid by strata of earth 
that have been frozen for thousands of 
years. The roots go down to the ice and 
then spread out over the ground. The soil 
is nowhere more than half a foot or so deep. 
When a tree dies you can pull the stump 
out, roots and all; and throw it aside. This 
has been done in making the roadway, and 
the sides of the road are lined with brush 
piles of such trees thrown up like a fence. 


A Botanical Garden in Summer. 


We are accustomed to think of this part 
of the world as all snow and ice. This is so 
in the winter, but in the summer the whole 
country is like a botanical garden and 
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There was or? that look ke old ivory. 
It grows clor.« to the ground in great patch- 
es, and reminds one of the exquisite coral 
of the Fiji and Samoan islands. It is a 
tough moss, and can be kicked up with the 
foot. I am told it is the favorite food of 
the reindeer, and that the earibou paw their 
way down through the snow to get to it. 

Another curiosity was the air plants. I 
have always thought of orchids as confined 
to the tropics. There are polar orchids in 
this part of the world, great bunches of 
green that hang high up in the trees. They 
are of a hue different from that of the 
branches. 


Varied Scenery. 


The character of the country varied as we 
went onward. Now our way was across a 
rolling plain, now the road climbed th® hills, 


and again it cut its way through the moun- 


tains. At one break in the bill we could see 
the Ibex range with its peaks capped with 
perpetual snow and glaciers marking the 
slopes. In other places the mountains were 
as green as the hills of the Alleghenies, and 
they had the same royal mantle of purple. 
Just beyond the Tahkeena River we rode 
through a vailey walled with mountains 
from which the earth had been torn by a 
cloudburst a few years ago. The face of 
the hills was spotted with clay-colored 
blotches, rising out of the green. It looked 
as though it had been blasted by leprosy 
or some mighty plague. 

We crossed one little glacial river after 
another, and rode through valleys which 
are covered with ice in the winter, and be 
come a souplike slough in the spring. A 
great part of the way was over what is 
known as glacial clay, a kind of earth that 
will have much to do with the railrchd 
Uucle Sam is now building. This clay is 
solid when dry, but when moist it assumes 
the consistency of shoemakers’ wax and, 
like a quicksand, sucks in everything that 
goes over it. If a railroad track is built on 
it and not well protected by drainage, it 
may disappear during a long rainy season, 
of where the water of a creek or river has 
seeped its way through.

A slow, 
continuous feed ng with almost any fer- 
tilizer that is siainly nitrogenous. Nearly 
all other fertiliz'ng elements, especially 
in large quantit'es, are best thoroughly 

ixed m the sel before planting, after 
which the finest plants and flowers may 
be produced with nitrogen alone. The best 
flowers the writer has seen, extending over 
many years, were grown with only liquid 
fertilizer made from stable manures. For 
excessive feeding the soil drainage must 
be ot the best, for if stagnation occurs and 
the soil becomes sour, all is lost. Soils 
cannot be too deeply stirred for good re- 
sults. Plant now in soll of good quality, 
water and fertilize lightly but constantly. 
Increase the water supply as you decrease 
the fertilizer supply and stop the latter 
when the first buds show color, keeping 
up a copious irrigation until the last 
flower is picked. And success should re- 
ward your efforts.

Now for iron industry. 
HE demand for the cotton mill having 
been heard and in a fair way to be an- 
swered, there is as good or better oppor- 
tunity for the founding here somewhere 
Los Angeles of a great iron plant. Now is 
the time to take this matter up and carry it 
through. The iron ore mined in the United 
States in the year 1915 came to the enor- 
mous total of 55,526,490 gross tons. This 
was the greatest output of all years except- 
ing 1910 and 1913. The ore shipped last 
year was valued at $101,288,984. The quan- 
tity mined in 1915 was an increase of more 
than 14,000,000 tons over the output of the 
previous year. Of course the European war, 
with its great demand on us for ammuni- 
tion, ordnance and every other implement 
and machine used for killing purposes, lies 
at the bottom of this great activity in tron 
mining. When the war ceases there will 
still be a demand for iron for domestic pur- 
poses, and we shall have less competition 
from Europe than before the war. The bel- 
ligerents on the other side will be very busy 
rehabilitating their destroyed industries and 
reconstructing their greatly-impaired war 
machinery. Besides, after March 4, 1917, we 
are going to have the American party in 
power again, and they will see to it that Eu- 
rope shall not dump its cheaply-constructed 
stuff here either to put out the fires under 
American furnaces or to force our laborers 
to live on European wages. 


Imperial Valley Products. 
HE Imperial Valley, a waste howling 
wilderness ten years ago, converted by 
American pluck backed by brawn and brains 
into a blooming Eden more luxuriant than 
that from which Adam was expelled, is noted 
the world over for the various productions 
of its rich soils, stimulated in growth by its 
ardent suns. Its melons cheer many a din- 
ner table in the hot months at the East. Its 
grapefruit brings new life as precious to 
eastern people as the tree of life in the orig- 
inal Eden. Its alfalfa fields nourish the fat- 
test beef, mutton and pork that humanity 
consumes from the rising to the setting of 
the sun. in 

But these and all the other products of the 
Imperial Valley are only by the way com- 
pared with the glorious womanhood that 
grows and flourishes in the valley. They had 
a celebration of the Ad Club Day at San 
Diego June 10. At this function Miss 
Blanche May, the Imperial Valley queen, and 
her court were indeed the cynosure of every 
eye. People have been flocking into the val- 
ley in crowds to get wealth in producing the 
alfalfa that produces the fat cattle, fat sheep 
and fat pigs, to make fortunes out of the 
grapefruit and other fruits of the valley. 
Wherever these products are seen or tasted 
it makes every heart long for a little farm 

well tilled down in the Imperial Valley. 


Sad for the World. 


AY and the first half of June along the 
st of Southem California was a 
period marked by low temperatures and 
abundant fogs for this part of the warld. On 
this account not one of the tuna canneries 
had yet started up on June 10. They were 
two weeks late, and the canners were un- 
able to fill the orders pouring in upon them 
for their delicious fish. This is sad news 
for the world as it stands. But there is 
hope yet. Seventy-five per cent. of the pack 
is usually put up between June 26 and Sep- 
tember 15, There are orders now on hand 
for nearly 200,000 cases at one cannery, and 
the orders at all the establishments run 
pretty close to a million cases. They have 
bec. constrained to turn down orders for 
100,000 cases. Let us hope that the rest of 
the summer will prove more favorable to 
fishers and that the world will not be 
cheated out of very many meals of this rich, 
palatable fish. 7

Small Crops, Higher Prices. 
7 California Development Board’ with 

offices in the Ferry Building at San 
Francisco, in their monthly bulletin for May 
put out a forecast of the fruit crops of the 
State for the season. While most of the 
fruit crops in the southern part of the State 
are doing well, many in the central counties 
are showing up poorly. This is the result 
of unusual drouth from the end of February 
to the end of May. and also generally low 
temperatures. There is not a crop in the. 
list that does not show a declension from 
that of the year provious, excepting apples, 
and even that crop rage of only 
7% per cent. Apricots are particularly 
scarce, the estimated crop being about 39 
per cent. of a normal crop. Cherries show 
an average of only 27 per cent., and prunes 
only 52 per cent. This hits the consumer 
worse than the producer, for prices 8 n- 
ning away above the average, 


Great Water Project. 

HE biggest water project in the United 

States was launched here for the San 
Joaquin Valley. Down in the Imperial Val- 
ley they have a system of Irrigation that cov- 
ers 500,000 acres outside of Mexico. This is 
the largest acreage under one system in the 
country at the present time. The next is in 
Idaho, where there are 300,000 acres under 
one system. The San Joaquin project looks 
to the irrigation of 1,200,000 acres in Fresno, 
Tulare and Kings counties. It is reported 
to be entirely feasible by the construction 
of a mammoth reservoir in Kings River Can- 
yon. The present plan will probably carry 
through, but even if it falls the failure will 
be only temporary. Think what it means. 
This irrigated land is the. richest in the 
world, capable of supporting the most dense 
population. In Belgium, Saxony and other 
parts of Europe, Goldsmith's idea expressed 
in “The Deserted Village” is an absolute 
fact, “Where every acre will support its 
man.” At that rate the new San Joaquin 
project would in time add a million to the 
population of the valley.

Going’ Back Far. 
UR day is one of grevt traffic both in 
passengers and freight. Great traffic 

means roads of every kind. Between Los 
Angeles city and Los Angeles Harbor, a dis- 
tance of tweaty miles, there is an immense 
lot of traffic going on now, growing by leaps 
and bounds and looming up in the future be- 
yond the limits of human imagination. There 
are between these two points a great many 
lines of roads in operation, some rail oper- 
ated by steam and electricity, others suitable 
for everything on wheels except those that 
run on rails. The county is intent upon hav- 
ing the best road in the world along this 
stretch of twenty miles. It will be devoted 
exclusively to the use of trucks to carry 
merchandise between the city and the har 
bor. The first half of this road, running 
from Los Angeles to Compton, a distance of 
ten miles, is estimated to cost $145,000. The 
plan is to have, follow Alameda street to 
the city limits, paralleling exe Southern Pa- 
cific tracks. The County Engineer, who is 
looking into the matter, looks back 2000 
years to the Roman roads, which are still in 
use in Italy, and says he is going to make a 
road as permanent as the Appian Way. It

The franchise 
carries with it the right to connect this pier 
with the municipal pier by means of steel 
aprons. The franchise carries with it a con- 
dition that no sale of intoxicating liquors 
will be permitted on the pier. The plan of 
the promoter is to bring a racing coaster 
now at Sad Diego fair, 500 feet long and 100 
feet high, and install it on his plier. It will 
have a ball room 300 feet by 130 feet. 


Tunnel Anyhow. 

HE people interested in the Second- 

street tunnel under Bunker Hill to give 
access from the northwestern part of the 
city to the business center are not to be 
denied in their aspiration. They asked the 
people at the municipal election a couple 
of weeks ago to vote bonds in the amount of 
$300,000 to put through the bore. The peo- 
ple of Los Angeles have been so bored with 
bond issues that thay have turned against 
them in toto, turning down the good and the 
bad indifferently. Now come the property- 
holders interested in the tunnel immediately 
with the declaration that they will bore it 
themselves, as they are too bored with the 
difficulty of getting into the city from the 
beautiful residential hills to the west of 
Bunker Hill. They declare that it is not to 
be borne any longer, this difficulty. They 
can do it if they will. and it will not cost 
much per front foot of the property inter- 
ested. Of course the great benefit will bo 
to the business houses in the northern part 
of the city, and they should and doubtless 
will bear most of the expense.

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NATIONAL POLICY ON FLOOD 


UBLIC sentiment on the subject of be- 
ginning flood control at the source on 
» the headwaters of the rivers instead of 
im the lowlands is making itself deeply felt 
in Congress, and it looks as though the 
sentiment will force legislation that will, 
to an extent at least, meet the demands of 
public opinion. 
Senator Newlands of Nevada is the voice 
of this movement to have the flood prob- 
lems considered in a comprehensive way. 


In his speech in the Senate May 24 he 
makes the position very clear in these few 
paragraphs we quote as follows: 

“I do not know how many hundred mi- 
lions have been spent (on flood control on 
the Mississippi River) and yet commerce 
has declined; and what remedy is. now 
proposed by the action of the House of 
Representatives? The organization of a 
committee on flood control—not the organ- 
ization of a committee to create navigable 
rivers, not the organization of a committee to 
promote commerce, but to control floods; and 
those floods, according to its action, are to be 
controlled only upon the lower reaches of 
the Mississippi River. They invite the 
waters in this vast watershed, embracing 
one-half of the United States, to flow down 
to them without embarrassment or obstruc- 
tion. They say to us, ‘Hurry them on; 
drain your lands; reclaim your swamp 
lands; let all the waters hurry down to the 
Lower Mississippi River, and then we will 
take care of them.’ And how do they pro- 
pose to take care of them? 

“By building levees mountain high on 
either side of the Mississippi River in order 
to prevent the overflow. And when we sug- 
gest that a policy may be pursued in the 
upper reaches of these rivers, in the great 
intermountain region which is the source 
of many rivers, in the Great Lakes region, 
in the great regions of the Ohio and the Ten- 
nessee and the Cumberland and the upper 
Mississippi, that developments may be made 
there by which the flow of water may be so 
obstructed as to prolong the length of the 
high-water season below, so that its flood 
height will be only one-half of the accus- 
tomed height, we are told that we are vision- 
ary; that nothing should be done in the way 
of obstructing or slowing up the progress of 
these waters; that nothing should be done In 
the shape of turning these waters into a na- 
tional asset, into creators of wealth; but we 
should pe?mit them to mass together for de- 
struction below; and then a cry of distress 
comes up from our southern friends: ‘The 
waters coming from your region are destroy- 
ing us. Give us $6,000,000 a year with which 
to put up mountains on each side of this 
great river to prevent these waters from 
overflowing our lands and from destroying 
our cities.” . . . 

“We have in the West seventeen arid and 
semi-arid States, with thirty-four votes in 
this body—States which occupy for the most 
part the elevated region of the country, 
where men have vision, where there are 
men who can see things beyond the bound- 
aries of their own States, and who are ca-

pable of conceiving of great —— 
works that will benefit not only them but 
the entire country. Are we going to partici- 
pate longer in the piecet ea) legislation 
which has thus far characterized Congress? 
Are we going to encourage the committees 
which have fallen into bad habits of division 
of projects and silence, which are intent 
upon what has been designated by the coun- 
try as a spoils system? Or are we going to 
give a committee jurisdiction of this 
subject whose very name indicates its pur 

“Il am willing to give Louisiana the money; 
but what I insist upon is that the bill that 
carries the money should also carry the or- 
ganization that will be of advantage to sec- 
tions of the country other than the lower 
reaches of this river. I am more intent upon 
a perfected organization that will give us a 
perfect plan than I am upon immediate ap- 
propriations. I am perfectly willing to sac- 
rifice any appropriations called for by the 
bill which I have supported, and am perfect- 
ly willing to give the South the appropria- 
tions that they insist upon; but their policy 
seems to be to insist that we should shove 
the waters continually down upon them so 
that they levee against them, and spend 
money in leveeing against them, whilst we 
say we want to retain these waters within 
our own boundaries as the sources of untold 
wealth.” 


New Orleans Flunked. 


Certain public bodies In New Urieans to- 
gether with the interests of other portions 
of the nation which are especially menaced 
by the flood dangers co-operated in maintain- 
ing a bureau at Washington under the direc- 
tion of George H. Maxwell, executive director 
of the National Reclamation Association. 

In every attempt to institute new and bet- 
ter forms of procedure in government affairs 
there is always the danger of interfering 
with well-matured plans of various projects 
about the country which are about ready for 
consummation. In this controversy over na- 
tional flood control the local association at 
Sacramento believed that the Newlands bill 
would upset the plans they had been work- 
ing upon, and which they had successfully 
evolved during a long period. Consequently 
large interests in the Sacramento Valley 
were opposed to the principles of the New- 
lands bill. It is well to note, however, that 
in all of the public conferences of importance 
where this subject was de ated and acted 
upon by gatherings of state-wide representa- 
tion the Newlands bill has been quite gen- 
erally approved. . 

The State of Louisiana, with its ever-pres- 
ent flood menace, had likewise some plans 
in a well-matured form which they were at 
the moment expecting to realize from Con- 
gress. As a result the House Committee re- 
ported a bill with a total of $40,000,000 for 
the Mississippi River and about $5,000,000 
for Sacramento work. The Newlands bill, 
which was introduced as a minority substi- 
tute, provides the same amount for the Mie 
sissippi River and for the Sacramento Val- 


ley, but undoubtedly is very much at cross 
purposes in the matter of administration. 
Hence, the political pot boils. Advanced 
princtples make slow progress in legislative 
halls. The financial interests of New Or 
leans thought it best to get behind the regu- 
lar bill, which is almost local in its effect. 
The bureau of publicity under the direction 
of Mr. Maxwell was instructed to get behind 
the House bill, but Mr. Maxwell refused and 
thereby lost the support of a large part of 


the commercial interests of the city of New 
Orleans. 

George H. Maxwell has devoted a lifetime 
to the advancement of broad public policies, 
making for the best foundation of national 
welfare, which are necessarily always unpop-

enough jobs to go around to satisfy the de- 
manu. The spoils system and the patronage 
system are both of great embarrassment to 
our representatives. 

Under the Newlands bill the same appro 
priations are offered to the Mississippi re 
gion and to the Sacramento Valley; but an 
organization is provided for, representative 
of the four departments of the government 
that are each engaged in the great work of 
water congervation and water study—the De- 
partment of Commerce, the Department of 
the Interior, and the Department of Agricul- 
ture, in addition to the Department of War. 
At the present time the subject of national 
fiood control has solely devolved upon the 
Department of War. Each one of these four 
great departments has two or three scien- 
tific services that are engaged not only in 


ular at first. If Mr. Maxwell for the sake of studies and in scientific research in refer 


the New Orleans support had obeyed their 
mandate and devoted his efforts in a fight 
for a local appropriation under the old spoils 
system, he would not have been the George 
H. Maxwell that we all know. 

Local committees in various parts of the 
arid and semi-arid States of the West are 
now engaged in an effort to maintain the 
publicity work at Washington without the 
help of New Orleans, if need be. A consid- 
erable portion of the public men of New Or- 
leans did not concur in the action taken, 
however, and are standing faithfully behind 
Mr. Maxwell's work to forward the cause of 
the principles in the Newlands river regula- 
tion bill. 

It should be explained incidentally that 
the Sacramento Bee has published a story 
from Washington, which has been studiously 
reprinted and circulated among the friends 
of Mr. Maxweil, reporting that New Orleans 
interests had censured him. No higher in- 
dorsement of the breadth and scope of Mr. 
Maxwell's work could be given him than this 
same publicity; and it is an incidental fact 
in connection with the case that V. 8. Me- 
Clatchey, owner of the Bee, has been in 
Washington in charge of the work to secure 
passage of the bill for which Mr. Maxwell is 
there to defeat. 


When to Strike. 


There is some difference ot opmion in 
Southern California as to whether it is time 
to strike for the principles of the Newlands 
bill now, or to wait, and take the small ap- 
propriation made for Sacramento Valley 
alone, and make the fight at some future 
time. These differences will always exist, 
and become constantly more difficult to over 
come as time goes by. 

There is a strong inclination to organize 
all the forces of Southern California to go 
straight after the principles of the Newlands 
bill, and to line up the western Senators on 
a basis of refusing all compromises. The 
battle-cry will be: “Commence flood control 
at the source of the floods.” 

There is no question but that every Sen- 
ator and every member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives would be glad, if we could read 
the bottom of their hearts, to have the old 
spoils system wiped out. It is very much 
like the patronage system. dere are never 


ence to this matter, but in actual engineer : 


ing work, and these departments ought to 
be brought into co-operation with the War 
Department in plans and in works. 

To make such a change in organization 
and administration, and to turn from the 
local work of building levees to the construc- 
tion of a comprehensive plan embracing all 
parts of the United States, is an important 
revolution from the political point of view. 
Southern California will have to take «a 
strong lead, if these important changes are 
to be brought about. 

Highest Navel Record. 


We are indebted to P. L. Mdwards oi ar 
hambra for attention to an evident error as 
to the production record of a ten-acre navel 
orange grove at Upland. As an incident to 
our review of the marketing season on navel 
oranges, a current trade report of a prize 
grove at Upland was mentioned as having 
earned net at the rate of $1000 per acre. 
Such returns are occasionally achieved ou 
lemons and Valencia oranges, but the Upland 
navel grove contained eighteen acres. Upon 
investigation we find that the story grew 
from a report “of $10,000 from less than 
twenty acres.” 

Our basis for the statement was an inter- 
view by Tditor Brummel of the Daily Fruit 
World with Dana C. King, orange sales man- 
ager of the Fruit Growers’ Exchange. These 
men are the highest authority In their lines 
on marketing figures, but are not always as 
closely in touch with orchard questions as 
with the financial features of the industry. 
The season's average is gratifying to all ma- 
terests in Southern California. Nave) orange 
grove values have been restored. 

In the course of our investigation of the 
Upland grove, we learned in interview with 
R. H. Henderson, local packing-house man- 
ager at Lordsburg, that the navel orange 
growers in his district were averaging $400 
per acre net. In the La Verne district, Val 
entine Peyton, owner of 1 «acres in bearing 
navels, reports that he ave: .ged over 400 
packed boxes to the acre, and is netting bet- 
ter than 2 cents per pound, which means 
over $500 per acre. These are the prize dis 
tricts. The navel crop was very light this 
year in some districts and very heavy in 
others. 


Cultivating the Sparrow's Voice. 

Experiments have been made in England 
with a view to determining what are the 
conditions under which birds learn and cling 
to their traditional notes. For this pur 
pose one experimenter employed very young 
birds of non-musical species, keeping them 
entirely with songsters in order to ascer- 
tain whether they would thus acquire the 
power of song. 

In the month of July, several years be 
fore, he had placed four fledgling English 
sparrows in the next with a pair of singing 
canaries. Three of them died, but the 
fourth survived. This one had already ac- 
quired a sparrow chirp, and, hearing hence 
forth only the notes of the canary, he went 
no further with the chirp that was his 
birthright. Instead, he came gradually, 
when among the canaries, to give notes dif- 
ferent from those of the sparrow. Even 
when he was silent, if the canaries were 
singing, he could be seen to move his 
throat just as if he were trying to form 
the sounds, much in the manner that a 
person often Inaudibly follows a song that 
another ig singing. At last these sounds 
began to be audible and increasingly so. 
He began to give votes in rapid succession 


three or four tomes up the scale, repeating 
the top note five or six times. 

Then the sparrow, becoming bolder with 
practice and pleased with the sound of 
his own voice, soon indulged three or four 
runs in succession witheeight to twelve 
notes in each; and in the last days of 
September, whe? three months old, he went 
up and down and up the scale all in one 
run. 

During this time hig voice had been chang- 
ing. At first it was harsh, as is natural 
with English sparrows; but gradually with 
the effort, or with the subconscious in- 
fluence of the sweeter sounds about him, 
it became softer and acquired something 
of the canary quality.

You know the sweeping effect of this grand 
passion, when it takes possession of your 
own souls. You know the proverb about 
the man being fire, the woman tow and the 
old fellow that comes and blows is exactly 
true.

Stack the spirit of music. “The 
truth is that heavenly ideals and good mu- 
sic go hand in hand,” says my disgusted 
correspondent.

Which is surely a 
little unfair—to the musicians. They can- 
not have deserved anything as horrid as 
that. 

For musicians and suffragettes are very 
much alike in that particular. They find 
the exclusive society of their kind unpleas- 
ant and unprofitable. Their only happiness 
is in making someone listen to them who 
has still to be converted to their point of 
view. Their mission in life is to enlighten 
the undiscerning fools. Consequently, when

That puts the Zulus in Central 
Africa, the Maoris of New Zealand, the ar- 
mies and navies of Europe, and pretty well 
all the United States, among the decadents, 
for the nativé Zulu and Maori music is 
like nothing so much as ragtime. 

And it is so depressing to consider the 
mere handful of people in Great Britain, 
the United States, Australia, Canada, New 
Zealand—the last four confidently regarded 
as the young, virile, unspoiled countries, 
the hope of the world—who like grand opera 
and symphony concerts enough to pay for 
‘em. Truly, salvation is only for the few. 
It would seem that some countries are born 
decadent, Heaven forgive them. * 

Well, my friend Stevens and the musi- 
cians to the contrary, I don't believe it. 
My idea of a decadent people is that which 
demands its music and its viands concocted 
by epicurean composers, and chefs to tickle 
their jaded ears and palates, to whom sim- 
plicity of food or tune is boredom. I should 
like to see the intense musician or the 
sophisticated chef who would have the grit 
to ploneer in new religions, suffer all the 
preliminary hardships that go to empire 
building. Not on your life. They cling to 
the great cities and batten on a prosperous 
society, talk of their highly-strung tempera- 
ments, and whine when they consider they 
are not receiving sufficient recognition.

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NE ot the curious paradoxes of civill- 
gation is the vastness of human 


rance about many everyday and apparently 
perfectly simple things. For example, 
medical science solves the riddle of such 
relatively new and infrequent diseases as 
pellagra and Rocky Mountain spotted fever, 
but it is entirely mystified by the hoary old 
household disease, muscular rheumatism. 
Just what this disease is, or whether there 
is really any such disease, are still ques 
tions for medical dissensions. 


* In discussing this subject recently, Dr. 
William Fitch Cheney of San Francisco 
pointed out that: “A desirable preliminary 
to any treatment is a knowledge of what 
we are going to treat; and in the case of 
so-called muscular rheumatism this knowl- 
edge is not yet quite definite. In 1896, 
Lorenz wrote: “Diseases of the muscular 
system are rightly reckoned as one of the 
darkest chapters in human pathology:’ and 
muscular rheumatism he calls ‘and old tra- 
dition,’ in which, however, we might as 
well continue to believe, so long as we can 
put nothing in its place except a name. 
Since the date of the expression of opinion 
many other names have been proposed, but 
none appears to fit our knowledge any bet- 
ter.” Today it seems generally admitted 
that there is no such thing as muscular 
rheumatism; and there is much conflict as 
to w' ther muscles are ever involved by 
what we call this name. So if the disease 
is neither muscular nor rheumatism, what 
are we to treat? Nevertheless, people con- 
tinue to have painful attacks which they 
call muscular rheumatism and which fai) to 
disappear with the simple assurance by 
their medical adviser that no such disease 
exists. Something has happened very 
definitely to disturb their happiness and 
usefulness, and from this they demand re- 
lief, no matter what we call it. 


Treatment of Muscular Rheumatism. 


Fortunately there are very definite 
means of helping these attacks of muscu- 
lar rheumatism, or whatever name we 
choose to call them. For this purpose, the 
salicylates, which are contained in winter- 
green oll, or may be made in the laboratory, 
have been found to be most effective. “It 
hal been known ever since these remedies 
were introduced for the treatmeh&t of ar- 
ticular rheumatism,” says Dr. Cheney, 
“that they would give relief in muscular 
attacks; and this was one of the reasons 
‘for assuming the same name and a similar 
cause for one affection as for the other. 
Rosenow’s work has shown that in many 
cases, if not in all, streptococcal (bactert- 
al) infection of muscle is the real cause; 
and salicylates, as internal antiseptics, 
are therefore as rational remedies for 
muscle rheumatism as for joint rheuma- 
tism. 

“Whether they always work in this way, 
or whether as intestinal antiseptics or 
whether solely as analgesics, makes no dif- 
ference to the patient who is suffering and 
eager for relief. They do mitigate the 
pain and they are trustworthy agents to 
use after the initial purgation. Just at 
present, aspirin is the one most commonly 
prescribed; but sodium salicylate or salol 
or the oil of wintergreen may in an in- 
dividual case prove more efficacious; or one 
of the newer synthetic products constantly 
being introduced.”

The nutrition- 
al results have been excellent, a fact 
which indicates better than any theoretical 
study would do that the diet combines all 
the food elements needed by the body.” 


White-of-Egg Substitute. 


The high cost of eggs has stimulated 
efforts to produce some substitute that 
could be used in cooking. These efforts 
have been successful, at least to the extent 
of producing a substance which acted much 
like egg albumen when used in certain 
cooked articles. This substance is called 
saponin, and is extracted from the plants 
known as soapbark and soaproot, and a few 
other plants, by boiling them .in water. 
When used as a substitute for white of egg 
it produces a foam and thus gives “the 
article a fictitious appearance of body and 
therefore of food value.” 

The food value of this substance is 
slight, however, and as the use of the sub- 
stance by manufacturers of food products 
is usually “adopted for the purpose of con- 
cealing inferiority,” the Department of 
Agriculture has officially branded it 
adulterant. Its use, therefore, will 
generally discontinued, and a new 
must be instituted for the elusive egg 
stitute.

Water Bugs and Malaria. 


The Public Health Service of the United 
States has been investigating the habits of 
the whirigig beetle, familiarly known as 
the “water bug.” to ascertain whether 
these beetles destroy the larvae of mos 
quitoes and thus prevent malaria. From 
these investigations it appears that the 
water bug does perform this useful func- 
tion, and probably reduces the amount of 
malaria in the regions where they are 
found in the stagnant pools. 

As described in the government report, 
“The whirigigs are the small, dark, oval, 
flattened beetles which we see floating 
lightly on the surface of woodland pools 
and sluggish streams, usually congregated 
in considerable numbers, either resting 
quietly or performing graceful complex 
curves around each other, at times darting 
around and around and yet seemingly never 
colliding. Assistant Surgeon R. C. Der- 
vaux of the Public Health Service investi- 
gated the habits of these beetles to ascer- 
tain their probable influence in the destruc- 
tion of anopheles (mosquito) larvae and 
the prevention of malaria. He found that 
when the beetles were placed in recepta- 
cles containing clear water in which there 
were anopheles larvae the hungry beetles 
devoured large numbers of the larvae, but 
that when fragments of light debris were 
thrown on the water and allowed to float

Acting on this informa- 
tion, he invented a light in which the com- 
bustion produced similar light and fumes to 
those that permeated his factory, and this 
light seems to possess some very definite 
‘value in the treatment of certain diseased 
conditions. 

“In using the Simpson lamp thera 
peutically a reaction is obtained in five to 
six hours,” says a recent report. “It 
varies from a slight tingling lasting from 
one to five hours to a considerable frrita- 
tion and erythema which may last from 
five to forty-eight hours. It has been used 
for cases that have resisted other forms of 
treatment, and with good results. Among 
the dibeases treated were rodent ulcer, 
lupus, syphilis and venereal lesions, 
eczema, simple infected ulcers and wounds, 
healing wounds, tuberculous joints and 
glands and exophthalmiec goitre. Thdé vapor 
has been used in the treatment of asthma, 
nasal catarrh and pulmonary tuberculosis.”

Diet in Acute Intestinal Disturbance. 


Proper diet is the essential factor in 
the treatment of all acute intestinal dis 
turbances. It is not always easy, however, 
to determine just what constitutes such 
a diet, and, in any event, the individual 
peculiarities of each person must be con- 
sidered. Nevertheless, there are certain 
general conditions to be met in all cases, 
and certain pretty well established methods 
of meeting them which may be taken as a 
guide in any case. 5 

A writer in the Practitioner recently 
Suggested the following regimen for feed- 
ing in acute dysentery, which may be taken 
as a good dietary guide in any case -of 
acute intestinal disturbance: “Albumin 
water, barley water or rice water should 
be used to start with; later, boiled or pepto- 
nized milk may be added; then chicken 
soup, malted milk, Benger’s food, and 
peptonized milk are substituted gradually 
until the patient is able to take puddings,

Wood in Mexico is a 
scarce article in many places and when the 
senora sends her troop of muchachos out to 
the woodlot they sometimes have to rustle 
over considerable territory before finding a 
supply. They pick up driftwood from the 
banks of small streams, and the scrap left 
by wood haulers who travel long distances 
with their ox teams. When the boys have a 
load they tie the wood in bundles and carry 
them home on their heads. 

The lower picture shows an outdoor Mexi- 
can bakery, or panaderia, illustrating how 
the women bake for their bandit husbands. 
Mexican women, most of them being part 
Indians, are not noted for their excellent 
cooking, and their bread is no better than the 
other food they prepare. Besides rolls, buns, 
pan frances, dark wheat bread and corn 
bread, the Mexican housewife makes pan 
dulce, or sweet bread, and a rosette-shaped 
white roll known as pan de huevo, or egg 
bread. Some of the bakeries make a very 
fair biscuit. 


Gardens of Central Asia. 
[Geographical Review:] Since the con- 
struction of the Transcaspian Railroad, 


which opened up markets in European Rus- 


sia, and consequently abroad, for the prod- 
ucts of Russia's Central Asian possessions, 
these regions have proved themselves a 
source of great wealth, not only because of 
their cotton and silk, but also because of 
the magnificent fruit which is being raised 
there in increasing quantites—luscious and 
fragrant apples, which turn translucent in 
the sun; apricots, pomegranates, figs, etc. 
The gardens of Central Asia are able to 
grow an extraordinary variety of products. 
Fruit culture is also increasitig in the Cau- 
casus and Southern Russia; extensive 
orange plantations have been set out and 
their fruit has become extremely popular 
now that the war has cut off the usual sup- 
ply of oranges from Italy. Land is being 
reclaimed and set out in fruit farms around 
Astrakhan. The Crimea, with its extreme- 
ly mild climate, has, of course, always been 
a great fruit-crowing center, and Bess- 
arabia, near the Rumanian frontier, is par- 
ticularly noted fer its apples and vineyards. 
The Russians are very fond of fruit, par- 
ticularly dried or in the form of fruit pastes 


or preserves, often using jam in their tea 
instead of sugar.

“WONGERFUL WORK BY 
MOVING-PICTURE CAMERA, 

BY A* SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR. 

The motion-picture machine is used to 
show the blossoming of a flower or the de 
velopment of a butterfly as readily as any 
other phase of life. Everyone knows that 
uch a machine may be run either fast or 
slow, so that the series of events repre 


sented appear to take place faster or slower — 


than they do in nature. Thus we often see 
a lot of-figures marching across the screen 
at an impossible pace. Now, this “speed- 
ing up” process may be carried to such an 
extreme that a series of events which ac 
tually extended over days or months may 
pass before the spectator’s eye in a few 
minutes.. This was discovered years ago 
and was put into practice in 

in France. Nowadays one may see a flower 
grow, bud, blossom and put forth seed, all 
in five minutes, at a moving-picture show. 

One remarkable fact about the 
picture camera is that it is able to repro- 
duce not only the swiftest objects, but the 
slowest as well. It is possible to exhibit 
pictures of slow animal growth in the dif- 
ferent stages of development. There is 
shown on the screen the changing of a rose- 
bud into a full-blown rose, the bursting of 
a lily from its leafy prison and the slow 
unfolding of a fern. 

The operation of exhibiting anything like 
the development of a flower from birth to 
maturity requires, of course, considerable 
time, although the result consumes not 
more than five minutes when thrown upon 
the screen. The negatives must be made 
at regular intervals of time, according to 
the degree of the plant's growth, while the 
exposure must continue day and night until 
that point is attained at which it is pre 
sumed the object has reached its maturity. 
The method in the case of the rose, for ex- 
ample, is as follows: 

Just as soon as the bud begins to show 
the first film is exposed, and from that time 
on until the blossom is full-biown a fresh 
negative is exposed every ten minutes, both 
day and night.
